and repreſented to him the direful conſequences of Mogh- 
Nuagad's victories, who, jealous of the encreaſing power and 


reputation of the Heberian Prince, ſupplied Aongus with 


5000 men, and with this reinforcement, Aongus, in order 
to vindicate his uſurped right, by ſurpriſing his adverſary, 
marched with all ſpeed to the territory of Ive-Liathain, in 
the county of Cork, where Eogan meeting him, obtained 
a ſignal victory, killing the uſurper of his father's crown 
with his own hand. | | E. 4 

This circumſtance brought on a laſting war between Eogan 
and Conn-Ceadchathach, but the former proved ſo often vic- 
torious, that Conn was at length glad to come to an equal 


diviſion of Ireland with Eogan, and contented himſelf with 


the chief regal juriſdiction of the Northern half, which from 
him had the name of Leath-Cuinn. The ſouthern diviſion, 
which was the hereditary right of Mogh-Nuagad, derived 
to him from Heber-Fionn, and was called Leath-Mogh, or 
Mogh's half. The bounds or diviſion fixed on between them, 
commenced at Athcliath-na-Mearuidhe, (now called Clarin's- 
bridge, near Galway,) to the ridge of mountains called 
Eiſgir-Riada, on which Cluainmacnoiſs and Cluainirard are 
fituated, and ſo continued to Dublin. Thus, a reconciliation 
taking place, theſe Princes continued in peaceable poſſeſſion 
of their reſpective ſhares for a ſpace of 15 years, when ſome 
diſputes relative to the duties of the port of Dublin having 
aroſe, they aſſembled their forces at Magh-Leana, where 
Eogan, being ſurprized in his bed by Conn, the night pre- 

ceding 
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ceding the intended day of battle, was by him 
murdered, Thus Eogan fell, univerſally lamented, and eſ- 
teemed one of thoſe Kings who beſt deſerved of the Iriſh 
nation, having ſignally relieved them in a time of uniyerſal 
calamity, a famine. He left two ſons, viz, Olliol-Olim, and Olliol- 
Luig-Laga; Olliol-Olim, the elder, ſucceeded to the throne Olim. 
of Leath-Mogh ; he was efteemed a Prince of true cou-

Olliol-Olim died after a reign of 23 years 9, and ſettled 
the perpetual enjoyment of the crown of Leath-Mogh upon 
the male poſterity of his two eldeſt ſons, Eogan and Cormac- 
Cas, by a ſticceflion which ſhould be uninterruptedly alter- 
nate between both branches, with this particular condition, 
that the eldeſt Prince, if capable of governing, ſhould ſuc- 
ceed out of either branch. This law of ſucceſſion was regu- 
larly obſerved between the two branches for ſeveral gene- 
rations; after which abuſes frequently happened, as indeed 
it was natural to expect, I”

For a liberal and generous mind, he 
had no ſuperior, and it was his conſtant maxim never to fit 
to an entertainment without the . ſocial attendance of at leaſt 
an hundred of his nobles. 'This Prince defeated the com- 
bined forces of the Princes of Conaught at the battles of 
Ceara, Cruachan and Coruinn, in ſupport of his right to 
the immediate ſovereignty of the country, now called Tho- 
mond, which had originally belonged to his anceſtors. He

Aongus-Tirach, who. ſucceeded to the ſovereignty after 
Ollill-Flann-Beag, the ſon of Fiachra-Muilleathan; he was 
diſtingutſhed for his courage and conduct, particularly in 
the battle of Cliona, and was remarkable, as well for the 
ſtrictneſs of his laws, as for his candid impartial judgments, 
never favouring his deareſt friend againſt his warranted ene- 
my; he was perpetually engaged in reconciling people at 
variance, and promoting concord and harmony amongſt his 
ſubjects; and was generally choſen by the contending

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Princes of Ireland, (who always agreed to his determination) 
to be arbitrator in their diſputes. On the deceaſe of this 
much valued Prince, his ſon | ** 


Luig-Meann or Luig-Lamh-dearg, filled the throne of Luig- 
Leath-Mogh. He was a Prince of uncommon ſtrength and Meann. 
activity, and was diſtinguiſhed for his military knowledge. 


He added to Leath-Mogh the country of 'Thomond, ex- 
tending from the bay of Kilcolgan near Galway, to Lime- 
rick, and from Lough-dearg to Leim-Cuchullan, now called 
Loop-head, or Cape-Leane, at the mouth of the river 
Shannon. He routed the invaders from Wales, and not onl 
expelled them from his dominions, but purſued them wi 


a powerful fleet to their own country, where they prevailed 


on ſome neighbouring States to come to their ſuccour, but 
the brave Luig-Meann marched through their country, over- 
threw them and their auxiliaries with a great ſlaughter, com- 
pelled them to give the ſons and daughters of their chieftains 
as hoſtages for their future obedience, and on their paying 
him homage and tribute, he returned home. At this period 
of time, the King of Leath-Mogh, alone, was conſidered as 
an equal in power and influence to the Monarch of Ire- 
land. On his deceaſe, Criomthan-More, King of Ireland, 


ceded the kingdom of Munſter to Conall-Eachluath, the fon 


of Lnig-Meann, but the States of Munſter deciding that 
Corc, an elder ſon of Luig, in virtue of his right of ſeni- 
ority ſhould be firſt entitled to the rule of that kingdom;

Mahon, who we find King of North-Munſter in 954, 
and he ſucceeded to the throne of South-Munſter, on the 
death of Feargradh, ſon of Ailgeanan, the laſt King of 
Caſhel, of the Eugenian race, who was treacherouſſy killed 
by Maolmuadh Mac-Broin, Chief of the O*Mzhonies, and 
his clan{ in the year 960. By this revolution, Mahon be- 
came ſolè King of the two provinces of Munſter, and ſu- 
5 preme 
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preme Sovereign of all Leath-Mogh, He was conſtantly 
waging war with the common enemy, the Danes; but 
having received ſome provocations from the people of Co- 
naught, he marched into the heart of that country; 
Feargal OfRourke, their King, being determined to —_ 
his paſſage over the Targlin, met him on the banks of that 
river, where, after a briſk engagement, the Canatian King 
and the remains of his people were neceſſitated to throw 
themſelves into the river, in order to ſave their lives; in 
this deſperate attempt many of the Conatians met their 
fate; Feargal however ſaved his life, but with the additi- 
onal diſgrace of leaving his ſhield in the poſſeſſion of 
Mahon. After this battle, which was pg in 965, Mahon 
had ſeveral other engagements with the Danes, and was in Ly 
all victorious. In 968, at the battle of Salchoid, (within a 
day's march of Limerick) he left Maoghnas, King of the 
Danes of Limerick and Carran, who commanded thoſe 
of Leinſter, with 3,000 of their countrymen, dead on 
the field. In 90 he was equally ſucceſsful over Iver, 
another Commander of the Danes of Limerick. In 
972 he defeated Maolmuadh Mac-Brain, Chief of the 
OcMahonies, aſſiſted by the Danes of Munſter; and in 
975 he gained a ſignal victory over the Danes of Cork, 
Waterford, Limerick, and all Munſter.

Brien-Boromh, (the third ſon of Kennedy) who was born Brien- 
in 924. He was the conſtant companion of his brother in Boromh, 
his conqueſts over the Danes, and being fully informed of Monarch 
his unnatural murder, loſt no time in puniſhing the wicked of Ireland, 
perpetrators z 
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perpetrators ; h& purſued Donovan into the heart of his 
country, attacked him and his Daniſh auxiliaries, com- 
manded by Aulaibh, King of the Danes of Munſter, and 
cut off both the Iriſh and Daniſh Princes, totally deſtroy- 
ing their whole army. He next attacked Maolmuidh Mac- 
Brain and his brothers at Bealach-Leachta, and here Mor- 
ragh, the eldeſt ſon of Brien, gave the firſt proof of that 
ſpirit which ſo ſignally characteriſed the reſt of his life, by 
encountering Maolmuidh fingly, and facrificing him to the 
manes of his uncle Mahon; this was followed by a general 
{ſlaughter of the Iriſh, though aſſiſted by a body of 1,500 
Danes, moſt of whom periſhed in the action. Theſe two 


' battles were fought in 977 and 978, in the former of theſe 


'years, he attacked the Danes of Limetick, in the iſland of 
Iniſcatha, and flew 800 of them, with the ſon of Harold, 
their commander and his two ſons. He next viſited the 
other iſlands on that river, which were poſſeſſed by the 
Danes, where he killed or made priſoners, ſuch as were ob- 
ſtinate enough to oppoſe him, and returned to his palace of 
Ceanncora, laden with ſpoils. In 979, Daniel OfFelan, 
King of the Decies, aſſiſted and encouraged by the Dane; 
of Waterford, was raſh enough to riſk a battle with Brien, 
near the town of Waterford, when he (Daniel) loſt his 
life, and fuch of his troops as ſurvived, were purſued by 
Brien in their flight to that town, and put to the ſword. 

In 982, Malachy, King of Tara, invaded Thomond, and 
by way of indignity, cut down the tree of Magh-Adhair, 
under whoſe bougbs the Kings of North-Munſter were uſed 
to be inaugurated; and in the following year, he committed 
2 great ſlaughter upon the inhabitants of the Decies, near 
Waterford. In revenge of thefe repeated infults, King 
Brien met Malachy at Port-da-Chaomhog, but he (Mala- 

chy) not chooſing to riſk a battle, delivered up to Brien, 
all the hoſtages he had taken in, Leath-Mogh, and bound 
himſelf not to moleſt him for the future in the ſovereignty 


of his kingdom. In 988, the Conatians invaded the Welt 


of Munſter; but Brien, at the head of a powerful army, laid 
the country of Conaught waſte, and flew Muireadhach, fon 
of Conor, principal king of the province. In 9go, Mala- 
chy repeated his outrages,, which were amply returned in 
the following year by Brien; who waſted his country, and 
took many priſoners. In 994 and 995, we meet a repetition 

of theſe ſcenes, with this difference in favour of Brien, 
that he gave Malachy a ſignal defeat, and obliged him not 
only to deſiſt from hoſtilities, but to aſſiſt Brien with his 
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troops, in ſuppreſſing his rebels of Leath-Mogh, at the ſame 
time Brien entered into a reciprocal engagement, to aſſiſt 
| Malachy in reducing the malecontents of his kingdom; 
thus, a laſting peace was concluded between theſe kings. 
In 998, they marched with their united forces againſt the 
Danes of Dublin, whom they compelled to pay tribute, and 
deliver hoſtages to Brien ; but in the fame year they again 
rebelled againſt Brien, when he and Malachy gave them a 
total defeat in the valley of Glean-Mama, where Hartalach, 
ſon of Sitric, Harold, ſon of Anlav, and Cuilen, fon of 
Ectigen, were ſlain, with feveral others of diſtinction. In 
999, Sitric, ſon of Anlav, with the Danes of Dublin, ra- 
vaged a great part of Leinſter, and particularly Kildare, car 
rying away Donogh; ſon of Donald Claon, King of Leinſ- 
ter, priſoner z theſe hoſtilities induced Brien again to march 
to Dublin, and having delivered the King of Leinſter, he 
drove Sitric beyond the ſeas, burned the town, and brought 
away conſiderable treaſures. 

K. Brien commenced his reign, as Monarch of all Ire- 
land, in 1002. When he firſt came to the crown, he 
found the kingdom involved in a bloody war with the Danes, 
who were endeavouring to enſlave the whole nation; and 
perceiving that ſeveral of his ſubjects, and even the provin- 
cial Kings, had joined in an unnatural confederacy with. the 
common enemy, he raiſed an army, and, in perſon, fought 
no leſs than 24 battles (ſome writers double the number) 
with ſuch ſucceſs, that towards the end of his reign no 
Danes were left in Ireland, a few excepted, whom he ſuf- 
fered to remain in the cities of Dublin, Cork, Limerick, 
Waterford, and the town of Wexford, ſolely for the benefit 
of trade; theſe foreigners being a mercantile people (and 
preſumed to have ſettled here about the year 800 *, on the 
ſcore of traffic) who ſupplied the kingdom with many 
uſeful commodities, and by that means were a public ads 
vantage. | 

Peace being thus eſtabliſhed, he omitted nothing that 
might conduce to make his kingdom flouriſh ; and with that 
view erected the churches of Killaloe and Inis-Cealbrach, re- 
ſtored the Biſhops to their ſees ; founded many ſchools z re- 
vived and repaired the decayed univerſities; raiſed fortifica- 
tions; erected garriſons; laid cauſeways, and built bridges; 
appointed ſurnames of diſtinction to the ſeveral branches of 
the Milefian race and other principal families, to avoid con- 

: . fuſion, 
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fuſion, and preſerve the genealogies with greater 
and — alſo purged the eſtabliſhed laws from the 
corruptions, which had crept into them, and his inſtitutes 
were ſo revered and obſerved, that (to ſhew their excellence) 
it is reported, had a beautiful maiden, adorned with gold and 
jewels, travelled alone throughout the kingdom, no attempt would 
have been made upon her honour or treaſure. 

But, amidſt theſe and many other equally great and uſeful 
undertakings, for the benefit of his ſubjects, the good King 
was interrupted by the Danes, the common diſturbers of the 

country; to oppoſe whom he entered into a league with ſeve- 
ral of the Iriſh princes, to unite their forces, and expel them 
out of the kingdom, as public enemies. This union being 
known to the Danes, Sitric Mac-Anlav, their King of Dub- 
lin, made peace with Mac-Morrogh, King of Leinſter, 
and not only obtained ſuccours from him, but the Danes 
and Norwegians, inhabiting the Ifle of Man and the Hebrides ; 
ſo that their numbers are ſaid to conſiſt of *12,000 men, who 
landed at Dublin ; and being joined by the King of Leinſter, a 
herald was ſent with a challenge to King Brien, to fight at 
Clontarffe, a place on the fea coaſt about two miles from the 
city. The King accepted the challenge, a battle enſyed, the 
event whereof put an end to all the Daniſh hopes in Ire» 
land, which they had haraſſed for 219 years before. This 
battle, ſo remarkable in hiſtory, was the 25 fought againſt 
them, in perſon, by King Brien, and happened on Good 


Friday, 23 April, 1014, in the 12 year of his reign, as 
Monarch of Ireland, and 30, as King of Munſter. And, 
belides himſelf, his fon Morrogh, and grandſon Turlogh, 
fell ſeven petty kings, and moſt of the nobility of Munſter 


and Conaught, with 4,000 (ſome ſay 7, ooo and ſome 11,000) 


of inferior degree. On the other fide were killed the King 
of Leinſter, who occaſioned the battle, with his principal 
ſudjects, and 3,000 ſoldiers; and, of the Danes, the King 
of Denmark's ſons, Carolus-Knutus and Andreas, with 
10,700 men. King Brien was 84 (ſome ſay 88) years old, 
and was buried in the cathedral of Armagh, the archbiſhop 
and clergy attending in proceſſion ”. 

He married four wives, firſt More (daughter of Hiedhin, 
ſon of Cleireach, grandſon of Eadalach, and t grandſon 
of Cumuſgach, King of Ive-fiachrach-aidhne in Conaught,) 
by whom he had three ſons, viz. 

Morrogh, who attended his father to the battle of Clon- 
tarffe, where many eminent Daniſh officers fell by his hand, 

and

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and amongſt them, Sitric, ſon of Lotharius, Earl of the 
Orkney iſlands, and commander of the Inſular Danes; and 
Carrol and Anrud, ſons of the King of Norway, the latter of 
whom, ſeeing him wounded, and the uſe of his right hand 
being loſt in the battle, preſſed forward with ſword in hand;

At the ſame 
inſtant Anrud drew Morrogh's ſcimitar from his belt, and 
gave him a mortal wound, of which he immediately expi- 
red. Turlogh, the only ſon of Morrogh, fell in this cauſe,

Turlogh, grandſon of Brien Boromh, and nephew of 
the late King, was proclaimed King of Munſter in 1064; 
after a ſucceſsful reign of 24 years, as the indiſputable King 
of Leath-Mogh, and principal King of all Ireland, he died 


in 1086, at his palace of Ceanncora, and was interred in the 


church of Killaloe. He married Sadhbh, or Sabia, daugh- 
ter of Teige, eldeſt ſon of Carthach, King of Deſmond, and 


by her had four ſons, viz. Teige, Mortogh-More, Dermod, 


Donogh or Donal, who was killed at Magh-Coba, in county. 
of Antrim, in 1103; and a daughter More, who was mar- 


ried to Roderic O*Conor, King of Conaught, and died in 


1088. 


Teige, the eldeſt ſon, ſueceeded his father, but dying at 
Ceanncora in ſame year (1086) was ſucceeded in the throne 


by his next brother. His iſſue were Morrogh or Mortogh, 


of whoſe poſterity there is no mention; and Donal, who 
was made King of Man and the Hebrides in 1105, from 
whence he was dethroned in 1108, and ſet up in the throne 
of Thomond in 1115, in which year he diet. ' 

- Mortogh-More, ſurnamed the Great, ſucceeded on th 
death of his brother to the ſovereignty of Munſter ; on aſ- 
cending the throne, he immediately exiled his brother Der- 
mod into Conaught, but received him again into favour in 
1093- In 1101, he granted the town of Caſhel, and its 
environs, to be for ever poſſeſſed by the Archbiſhops of that 
See. In 1114, being attacked with ſevere illneſs, the ſtates 
of Conaught, Leinſter, and Meath, (whom he had before 
reduced to obedience) revolted, and under the command of 
Donal-Mac-Loghlin-O Neill, deſpoiled great part of Tho- 
mond; in this interim, his brother Dermod had himſelf 
proclaimed King of Munſter; but in the following year, 
Dermod was taken by the Danes of Limerick, and deliver- 
ed up to his brother Mortogh, who ſoon after granted him 
pardon and liberty. Mortogh's indiſpoſition of health conti- 
nuing, he reſigned the government in favour of Dermod, 
in 1116; and dying a true penitent in 1119, in his retire- 
ment at Liſmore, was interred at Killaloe. He was a Prince 


of acknowledged wiſdom and valour, and for piety and be- 


nevolence had few equals. He left iſſue three ſons, viz. 
Donal-Gearrlamhach, or Short-handed, (who became King 


of 
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of the Danes, which government he reſigned in 1118, 
when he became an eecleſinſtic, and died in retirement 
in 1135, leaving iſſue Conor and Luidhig, who was killed 
at the battle of Moin-More, in 1151); Mahon, anceſtor to

Dermod O'Brien, next brother to Mortogh, was on bir Dermod. 


reſignation proclaimed King of Munſter, but finiſhed his 
life in 1120, after a reign of only 4 years. He married 
More, daughter of Roderic O*Conor, King of Conaught; 
and by her had fix ſons, viz. Conor-na-Catharach, who ſuc- 
ceeded his father; Turlogh, who alſo aſcended the Munſter 
throne ; Teige-Gle, who became King of Thomond; Der- 
mod-Fionn, a Prince of a violent and ſanguinary diſpoſition ; 
Dermod-Donn, of whom we have no account; and Donogh, 
who became biſhop of Killaloe in 1161, and died in 1165, 
his deſcendants were a powerful family in the county 'of 
Clare, in the reign.of Q. Elizabeth; and about 1770, Francis, 
ſon of William Oc Brien, who reſided at Caſtle-Brien, in 


the county of Clare, part of the eſtate of his anceſtors, 


was ſaid to be the Biſhop's repreſentative. | 
Connor-na-Catharach, ſurnamed Slaparſalech, or Spatter- 

ed Robe, was proclaimed King of Munſter on the demiſe 

of his father, and at the fame time his brother Turlogh be- 


came King of Thomond. He was the acknowledged King 
of both the provinces of Munſter and that of Leinſter, (in- 


cluding the city of Dublin) and was often ſtyled Monarch 


of Ireland; he died at Killaloe in 1142, and was interred 


in the royal vault of that cathedral, leaving iſſue by his wife 
Sabia, daughter of Connor O«Maolſeachlin, King of 


Meath ; an only ſon Mortogh, who, upon the promotion 


of his uncle Turlogh to the throne of all Munſter in 1142, 
ſucceeded him in the ſovereignty of "Thomond ; he was the 
faithful ally of his faid uncle, and with him fought many 
battles, and repeatedly repulſed the Conatians, previous to 
1151, when they invaded and greatly damaged Thomond, 
burning to the ground the palace of Ceanncora, the moſt 
celebrated regal ſeat in Ireland. Soon after this tranſaction, 
Mortogh, leſt his life in the battle of Moin-More in Mun- 


ſter; he left two ſons, Connor; and Turlogh, who had a- 


fon Mahon. Connor, the eldeſt, on the death of his fa- 
ther, ſucceeded Teige-Gle in the principality of Ormond, 


when his ſaid uncle, by right of ſeniority, became King of 


Thomond; and he dying in 1168, Connor laid claim to 


the ſovereignty of Munſter, as heir to Connor-na-Catha- 


rach, 


/ 
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rach, and chief of the OcBriens, but before he could eſta. 
bliſh his claim, he was murdered by his great uncle Dermod- 
Fionn, brother to Connor-na-Catharach. Mortogh, his 
only ſon, died in 11817. 

Turlogh OcBrien, King of Thomond, and ſecond ſon of 
Dermod, King of Munſter, was promoted to that throne 
in 1142, on the death of his elder brother Connor-na-Ca. 
tharach. In 1151, he eſcaped by flight out of the above. 
mentioned battle of Moin-More, took refuge in Limerick, 
was obliged to pay a ranſom of 200 ounces of gold, 
and was reduced to the ſovereignty of North-Mun- 
ſter only. In the following year he was dethroned, and 
baniſhed into Tyrone by his brother Teige-Gle, but was 
again reinſtated, and continued to hold the reins of govern- 
ment till 1165, when he reſigned to his eldeſt ſon Mortogh, 
intending to lead a devout life at Killaloe, but in the follow- 
ing year he reſumed his authority, and died in 1167. He 


married Raghnait, daughter of OfFogurty, or, according to- 


others, a daughter of the King of Deſmond, and had iflue 
five ſons, viz. Mortogh; Donal-More ; Brien-an-Sleibhe, 
(who became King of Ormond on the death of Connor, 
grandſon of Connor-na-Catharach, but was incapacitated 
from governing by his brother Donal-More, who had his 
eyes put out); Dermod, and Conſadin, anceſtor to the family 


of that name; he became Biſhop of Killaloe, and was preſent | 


at the council of Lateran, held in 1179. va 
Mortogh, the eldeſt ſon, ſurnamed Na-Dun-na-Sgiath, 
was proclaimed King on the death of his father, but was 
killed by Connor OfBrien, the grandſon of Connor-na-Ca- 
tharach, in 1168; leaving no iſſue, his next brother 
Donal-More, was immediately proclaimed King, and his 
brother Brien-an-Sleibhe, was at the fame time proclaimed 
King of Ormond, but he was ſpeedily dethroned and de- 
prived of his eyes by Donal, who then became ſovereign of 
all North-Munſter. In 1170, he had ſeveral engagements 


with Roderick O*Conor, King of Conaught, in which he 


was aſſiſted by a party of Engliſh adventurers, under the 
command of Robert Fitz-Stephens ; and hence the Engliſh 
gained their firſt footing in Munſter. In 1171, he fwore 
homage and allegiance to K. Henry II. notwithſtanding 
which, he had ſeveral conteſts and battles with the Engliſh, 


In 1173, at the head of the troops of North-Munſter, he 


deſtroyed the caſtle of Kilkenny, and many Engliſh ſettle- 
ments. In 1174, he ſpoiled the country of Kerry. In the 
following year he was baniſhed into Ormond by Roderic 

| OcConor, 
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O*Conor, King of Conaught, who ſet up his own half 


brother Morrogh OC Brien in the throne of Thomond ; but 


in 1176, having made peace with Roderic, and given hoſ- 
tages, he was reſtored. He died King of North-Munſter 
and principal King of the province in 1194; and having 
married Urlachan, or Curled-hair, daughter of Dermod 
Mac-Murcha, King of Leinſter, had iſſue nine ſons, and a 
daughter More, who became the wife of Cathal-Croibdearg, 
King of Conaught, and died in 1217. The ſons were 
Mortogh-Dall, who always attended his father in the field, 
and in 1177, introduced the Engliſh into Munſter; he ſüc- 
ceeded Donal-More on the throne, but was almoſt immedi- 
ately taken priſoner by the ſaid Engliſh, who forgetful of 
former ſervices, deprived him of fight. He was anceſtor to 
the family of OC Brien, diſtinguiſhed by the name of Clan- 
Mortogh-Dall, who ſettled in the country of Ive-Bloid, 
Connor-Ruadh, who was proclaimed King of North- 
Munſter on the misfortunes of his elder brother. In 
1198, we find him dethroned by his younger brother Mor- 
togh-Fionn; and in 1201 he was ſlain by his nephew Mor- 


togh, ſon of Mortogh-Dall, who aſpired to the throne of

father. 
Donogh-Cairbreach, of whom hereafter. 
Mortogh-Fionn, who appears to have been a warlike 


Prince, and a profeſſed enemy to the Engliſh ; in 1198 he 


dethroned his brother Connor-Ruadh, and was proclaimed 
King of North-Munſter, in 1211 he was himſelf dethroned 
and made priſoner by his brother Donogh-Cairbreach, but 
was ſoon after ſet at liberty, on condition of being obedient 
to Donogh. Mortogh, who now for a ſhort time recovered 
his wonted power, commenced hoftilities upon the Englith, 
deſpoiled their ſettlements, flew many of their Knights, 
and compelled them (the Engliſh) to ſue for peace, who, 
having obtained their defire, they, in 1213, built the caſtle 
of Roſcrea, which afterwards ſerved as a barrier againſt 
Mortogh. In 1214, he was again compelled to humble 


himſelf to his brother Donogh ; aſter this period he bid 


adieu to a public life, and died in 1239. His poſterity, de- 
nominated Clan-Mortogh-Fionn, planted themſelves in Ive- 
Bloid, where the progeny of his brothers Mortogh-Dall, 
and 'Turlogh-Fionn, were allo ſettled. |

He 
contended with Connor for the ſovereignty, but with him 
was obliged to relinquiſh his pretenſions in favour of 
their younger hrother Mortogh-Fionn ; at length con- 
netting himſelf with the Engliſh, and having paid homage 
to K. John at Waterford, he purchaſed from that King the 
lands of Carrigoginniol, together with its Lordſhip for him- 

ſelf and his heirs for ever, at the yearly rent of 60, marcs ; 
the kingdom of Thomond * was at the ſame time granted 
to him; and all his other brothers, who claimed any title 
to it, were declared uſurpers and enemies to the ſaid King, 
as ſupreme Lord of Ireland, In the reign of this Prince, 
the Engliſh planted themſelves in the country of Deſmond, 
and county of Cork, where they built a great number of 
caſtles ; at length they diſpoſſeſſed Donogh of the town of 
Limerick and its territories, whence he was obliged to fix 
his reſidence at Cluainramhad, near Ennis, in the county of 
Clare; the ſucceſſion in the ſovereignty, or chief command 
of the country, continued for ſome generations in his de- 
| ( ſcendants, 


K. Henry III. ſtyles him King in the following charter: (In turre Lon- 
don) Rex Domino Regi Toſmond 8. Conceſſimus vobis terram Taſmond, 
quam prius tenuiſtis per firmam ceutum et triginta Marcarum, tenendum 
de nobis quamdin nobis bene et fideliter ſervieritis vſque ad ætatem noſtram 
per firmam centum Librarum per Ann, et pro fine ducentarum Marcarum, 
quam. inde feciſtis cum venerabili Patre H. Dub.

In 1277, Turlogh, aſſiſted 
the Gurke, O Kellys and O*Madagan's from Conau 95 
made a more ſucceſsful attempt; after a great ſlaughter of 
the Engliſh, he defeated both Clare and O*Brien on the plain 
of Magh-Greſain; and the fon of Fitz-Maurice of Kerry, 
Clare's brother-in-law, having fallen in this battle, the 
faid Fitz.

Donogh, who diſputed the ſovereignty of Thomond after 
the ma of his father, and in 1280, by the aſſiſtance of 
Donal More-Mac-Carthy, King of Deſmond, he obtained 
the Weſt half of that country; notwithſtanding this tranſ- 
action, he was obliged by Turlogh, ſon of Teige-Caoluiſge, 
in 1282, to take refuge m Conaught, from whence return- 
ing in fame year, he ſurprized Turlogh's forces and re- 
covered his divifion of Thomond as before; but in the 
following year he was ſurprized in his turn by 'Turlogh and 
his party, and whilſt he defended himſelf againſt numbers, 
his horſe was killed under him on the banks of the Fargus, 
by which accident he was plunged into that river and 
drowned.

Brien O. Brien, the ſecond ſon of Donal, and grandſon of 
Brien-Ruadh, was colleague with his brother Donogh in all 
the different changes of his fortune, but happily ſurvived the 
battle of the Abbey of Corcumruadh. In 1318, he and Mas 
hon OCBrien, grandſon of Donal Conachtach, made a con» 
queſt and ſettlement for themſelves and their children, in 
the country of Ara ; hence the chiefs of the family of this 
Brien have been ſince ſtyled Mac-i-Brien-Ara. He took to 
wife the daughter of Henry Burke, and had iſſue a ſon Mor- 
rogh-Na-Reithinidhe, who married More, the daughter of 
O Kennedy, and by her had Turlogh, who, by Onora, the 
daughter of Barry-Oge, was father of Teige, the father of 
Donal-More, who married, and had a ſon Mortogh-Caoch, 
the father of Turlogh, known by the title of Mac-i-Brien« 
Ara, and was the chief of that branch ; he married Mo- 
rean-Ubha O. Carrol, daughter of Donogh, ſon of John 
OcCarrol of Muiriartagh, and had five ſons, viz. 
(who died before his father without male iflue) ; Mortogh, 
of whom hereafter ; 'Turlogh-Carrach, (who poſſeſſed the 
caſtles of Bealanatha, and Cnocan-an-Einfinn, with their 
appurtenances); Teige-na-Buile, (who poſſeſſed that of Cill- 
Colmain) ; as Murrogh-an-Tuagh, did that of Tuath-Eaſa« 
greine. Theſe three brothers laſt- mentioned were uſed to pay 
homage and obedience to their elder. brother, and to 
look up to him for protection againſt their enemies. Mor- 
togh, the ſecond ſon of Mac-i-Brien-Ara, on fucceeding to 
his inheritance, aſſumed that title. He was poſſeſſed of ſes 
veral caſtles, and amongſt others of Caſtletown, the wfual 
reſidence of the chiefs of this family; Cahir-Conchibhair, a 
regal ſeat of Connor-na-Catharach ; Moinruadh, and Palice ; 
with all their lands and appurtenances. His power and in- 
fluence were ſo great, that Q. Elizabeth made him biſhop of 
Killaloe, ſaying in her letter to the Lord Deputy, dated 18 
May, 1570: „ That no other can enjoy that biſhoprick 
“ without the conſent of Mac-i-Brien-Ara 1.“ He enjoyed 
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the emoluments of the ſee for 6 years before his conſecra- 
tion, reſigned the fame a year before his death, and died 
in 1613, leaving iſſue two ſons and three { daughters, viz. 
Turlogh, (who was created a Baronet by patent 28 February, 
11623, and died in 1626, without iſſue by his wife, the ſiſter 
of Daniel OBrien of Annagh); ; John, who alſo died child- 
leſs 3 the daughters, who became co-heirs, were Onora, 
married to Lewis Walth, Eſq; Margaret to Thomas 'Tyr- 
rel, Gent ; and More-ny-Brien to Butler ; to all of 
whom a ſpecial livery of their inheritance was granted 22 
May, 1629. 
FTurlogh O. Prien, the eldeſt ſon of Teige-Caoluiſge, and 
grandſon of Connor-na-Suidane, dethroned his uncle Brien- 
Ruadh in 1276, and after the death of his competitor Do- 
nogh in 1283, became ſole Prince of Thomond, drove Do- 
nogh's brother, Turlogh-Oge out of his ſeat at Inis-An- 
Laoi, and in the next year erected a caſtle there. In 1285, 
he laid waſte all the poſſeſſions of the Englith in Thomond, 
and jn 1287, he gave battle to the Earl 'Thomas de Clare, 
commander in chief of all the Engliſh in the province of 
Munſter, whom with Sir Gerald Fitz-Maurice, Sir Richard 
Taaffe, Sir Richard Deceiter, and Sir Nicholas Feling, were 
ſlain in the field, after a total deroute of the Engliſh army. 
In 1304, he broke down the Engliſh caſtles of Cathair- 
Cinnlis, Inis-Anliffe, Fiodh-Mogaw, Magh-Nailbh, Ben- 
lach-Eachaille, and Galbally. He cloſely blockaded the 
caſtle of Bunratty, and would ſoon have compelled Sir 
Robert de Clare, the Earl's ſon, to ſurrender, had he not 
offered him his own conditions of peace. He died in 
1306 at Inis-An-Laoi, and was there interred in the Abbey 
which he had built not long before.

Teige, who was long impriſoned in Limerick hy the State, 
but at length corrupting his keeper, made an eſcape, and 
immediately by letter to. the Preſident of Munſter, proteſted 
his loyalty, profeſſing to do her Majeſty ſuch ſervice as 
ſhquld merit favour, and for, that purpoſe defired to remain 
with his lordſhip, which was granted; but in 1599, (having 
been again committed to priſon by his brother the Earl, upon 
ſuſpicion of his fidelity, and after releaſed) with the OChri- 
ens, Macnamaras, and other Septs, he had 600 foot and 50 
horſe in rebellion againſt the Queen, in the county of Clare, 
in which not one caſtle was then kept for-her Majeſty. He 
married Slany, daughter of Teige O*Bricn Mac-Murrough, 
of Smiths-town, ſecond ſon of the houſe of Inchiquin, and 
had three ſons, viz. Turlogh of Ballyſlattery, (who by Ho- 
nora, or Margaretta), daughter of Donogh O Prien, of 


Lemineacgh, was father of Cornelius, or Connor O Brien, 


of Dromore in England, who was the next in lineal deſcent 
to the laſt Earl of Thomond, but this branch is extinct; 
Colonel Murtogh O. Brien, (who married Joan, daughter 
of Turlogh Mac-Mahon of Clengh, and died without iſſue); 
and Dermod, (who married Una the daughter of Donogh 
O'Brien, of Newtown, but had no iflue.) * 

Sir Daniel O Brien, the third and youngeſt ſon, who 
was ſtyled of Moyartie and Carrighychoulta, did great ſer- 
vice, and received many wounds in the wars of Ireland, for 
which he was knighted, and rewarded with conſiderable 
grants of lands in the county of Clare; and particularly with 
thoſe of Turlogh, ſon of Teige (Roe) Mac-Mahon of Tho- 


mond; who flew his father when Donboy was beſieged, 


and in July 1662 fled into Spain. He repreſented that 
county in the parliament of 1613, and living to ſee the reſto» 
ration of K. Charles II. was created Viſcount of Clare in 
the county of Clare, by privy ſeal 27 March, and by patent 11 


July, 1662 *; in conſideration of his own and children's

In 
1688, he raiſed two regiments of infantry, and one of dra- 
goons for the ſervice of K. James, was a member of his 
privy council, &c, L. L. of the county of Clare. He fought 
for the unfortunate King at the Boyne, and died in the year

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eſſions were forfeited to the crown. He married Phila- 
delphia, eldeſt danghter of Francis Lennard, Lord Dacre of 
the South, who died in 1662, and ſiſter to Thomas Earl of 
Suſſex, by whom he had two ſons, Daniel, the fourth Viſ- 
count, who went with K. James into France, and there died 
about 1697, unmarried ; and Charles the fifth Viſcount, 
who ſerved in the army of France, was' mortally wounded in 
the battle of Ramillies, 11 May, 1706, and died at Bruxelles, 
where he was interred in the Iriſh Monaſtery. He married 
the eldeſt daughter of Henry Buckley, Eſq. Maſter of the 
Houſhold to K. Charles II. and James II. (By this lady, 
who remarried with Mr. Omane, one of the moſt conſidera- 
ble merchants in Paris, by whom ſhe had a daughter married 
to Mr. Richard Chantillon, ſometime a banker in London, 
who having acquired a plentiful fortune in Paris, returned to 
London, in order to purchaſe an eſtate, but his houſe being 
accidentally ſet on fire 14 May, 1734, he periſhed in the 
flames, leaving her enceinte) '. He had one daughter Laura 
married to the Count de Breteuil in France; and an only 
fon, Charles the fixth Viſcount, who was born in 1699, and 
heing invited to England by his couſin Henry Earl of Tho- 
mond, was by him preſented to K. George I. as heir 
at law to his eſtates and honours, and affured of pardon, pro- 
vided he @nformed to the eſtabliſhed church, but he conti- 
nuing firm to the tenets of his religion, the Earl bequeathed 
to him by will, dated 14 October, 1738, a legacy of 20, oool. 
and died 20 April 1741, when Lord Clare aſſumed the title of 
— Thomond in France. He was diſtinguiſhed in 'that ſervice 
for his military knowledge, particularly at the battle of Fon- 
tenoy, 1 May 1745, when he was made lieut. general, and 
for his ſervices in the engagement at Laufeldt in 1746, 
the French Monarch promoted him to the rank of Mar- 
ſhal Thomond, appointing him governor of New Briſack in 
Aiface, and commander in chief of the province of Languedoc, 
and all the coaſts in the Mediterrancan fea. In 1755y he 
married lady Mary Genevieve-Louiſa Gauthier de Chiffre- 
ville, Marchioneſs of Chiffreville in Normandy, and dying 
of a fever at Montpellier g September, 1761 Kt. 62, much

This was not owing (as is obſerved) to his own j eut, for he 
was very well affected to the King, and zealous for the rights of monarchy ;

eminent ſervices as he had done, reduced to a private and inconſiderable 
condition; determined at laſt to maintain his power, to break the ceſſation, 
and to carry on the war under the direction of the Engliſh parliament. 
This account is given by the Earl of Clarendon ; but his Jordihip aſſigned 
another reaſon for this his deſection, which was, the manifeſt partiality of 
the King's party to the Iriſh, particularly at the treaty with their commiſli- 
oners at Oxford, concerning a peace, the ruinous meaſures they evident- 
ly ſtrove to take for their own exaltation, and the deſtruction of 5 Proteſ- 
tant party there, Theſe reaſous in conjunction did certainly induce him to 
alter his conduct.

His lordſhip joining the Lord Broghill ſoon after, they 
formed a body of 12000 men, and pretending that the Iriſh 
had applied to foreign princes for Rprlies, that they would 
not make peace on reaſonable terms, and intended to ſurprize 
all his garriſons; he drove the Popiſh magiſtrates and inha- 
bitants out of Cork, Voughall, and Kingſale, allowing them 
to take only ſuch goods as they could carry, and ſeized their 
proviſions, and other effects. This revolt of his occaſioned ſome 
ſevere expoſtulations between his lordſhip and the Marqueſs 
of Ormond, but to no effect, as he was reſolved not to ha- 


zard himſelf or his friends, by re- admitting the ſecluded in- 


habitants; of which the parliament being advertiſed, and de- 
ſirous to reward his ſervice on this occaſion, conſtituted him 
their preſident of Munſter; but being unable to ſend him 
ſupplies, he was obliged to make a temporary ceſſation with 
the Iriſh, which continued to the next ſpring, when the 
Earl of Caſtlehaven renewed the war; and his lordſhip having 
received no ſupplies from the parliament, was obliged to take 
the field with 1000 horſe and 1500 foot; with which in 
April 1645 he took Roſtellan, and Ballymartyr, (now Caſtle- 
martyr,) the latter a caſtle belonging to his uncle, Edmund 
Fitz-Gerald, Seneſchal of Imokilly; and put Barrymore and 
Imokilly under contribution. In 1647, commanding an 
army of 5000 foot and 1500 horſe, he reduced Dromanagh 
and Capoquin, on 3 of May, and inveſted Dungarvan, 
which ſurrendered the 10; but the want of proviſions 


obliged him to return to Cork, whereof the parliament being, 


advertiſed, ordered him thanks, and a train of artillery 
and being reinforced from England, in the beginning of Sept. 


he took Caher by ſurrender, Fethard, and the Rock of 


Caſhel, by ſtorm, and put the whole county of Tipperary 
under contribution. On receiving a very large recruit, he 
again took the field 28 Sept. with 4000 foot and 1200 horſe z 
and 13 Nov. meeting with the Iriſh army, under the lord 
Taaffe, conſiſting of 7464 foot and 1076 horſe, beſides offi» 
cers, he gave them a total defeat at Knocknoneſs, near Mal- 
low, with the ſlaughter of 3000 men, and the loſs of 60 

arms, 33 colours, the General's tent and cabinet, and 

their baggage and ammunition; on notice of which, the

parliament. voted 10,000l. to be ſent to Munſter, and a let- 
ter of thanks, with a preſent of 1000l. to his lordſhip. 

But after this battle, and the delivery of Dublin to the 
parliament's commiſſioners by the Marqueſs of Ormond, 
his lordſhip perceiving that the Independents were taking 
meaſures to deſtroy the monarchy and conſtitution of Eng- 
land, he as eaſily repented his engagement with the parlia- 
ment, as he had haſtily made it in the /height of his diſcon- 
tent ; and being weary of ſuch maſters, and heartily abhorring 
'their's and the army's proceedings towards the King, re- 
ſolved to redeem his miſconduct by running any hazard, and 
expoſing his Al! for his »— cnn fo ſervice and reſtoration. 
With this view he correſponded with the Marqueſs of 
Ormond, whilſt he continued in England; ſent a remon- 
{trance in January, 1647, to the parliament, and in Febru- 
ary ſurprized Carrick-Mac-Griffin, reduced Callan the 13, 
and ſome other Forts in thoſe parts; by the advantage 
whereof he laid a large ſhare of the counties of Kilkenny and 
Waterford under contribution, and his troops made incurſi- 
ons under the very walls of Kilkenny. 3 

But his deſign of promoting the King's ſervice being ſuſ- 
pected, by ſome of his officers, they formed a plot to ſeize 
Cork and Youghall, whilſt his lordthip was abroad with the 
army; which conſpiracy (though diſcovered and prevented, 
and the chief contrivers ſeized and impriſoned by order of a 


council of war, and all the officers ſworn to ſtand by him, 


and to be true to one another) diſtovered his deſigns too 
_ early, and cauſed the parliament, by their ſhips, to block up 
the harbours of Cork, Youghall, and Kingſale; of which 
event he ſent immediate notice to the Marqueſs of Ormond, 


earneſtly prefling his return with a ſupply of money, if he 


could, it not, without it, as his preſence was abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary, and would make the King maſter of the provinces of 
Leinſter and Munſter. | | 
The Marqueſs being diſabled to comply with his requeſt, 
and ſoon after flying into France, his lordſhip held a cloſe 
correſpondence with him, and frankly promiſed to receive 
him into Munſter as the King's L. L.; that the province and 
army ſhould pay him all obedience; and in order to his re- 
ception, he would make a ceflation with the Iriſh, to bring 
abouta firm conjunction of the whole kingdom to the King. 
But before the Marqueſs could arrive to embrace this gene- 
rous propoſal (being detained by the ſpecious promiſes of 
Cardinal Mazarin) Cromwell had got Philip, Lord Lifle, 


ſon of Robert Earl of Leiceſter, to be ſent into Ireland L. 5 
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with a commiſſion for a limited time; who landed in Mun- 
ſter, with an intent to deſtroy the Lord Inchiquin's reputa- 
tion and command there; but his commiſſion terminating 
13 April, 1648, before he could effect it, he left his lordſhip 
in the full command of the whole Engliſh army there, which 
was a better body of men than the parliament had in any 
other part of the kingdom, and in greater reputation than 
ever: Which army he had preferved with wonderful 


dexterity, expecting every day the arrival of the Marqueſs, - 


and every day informing the parliament of the ill condition 


he was in, and preſſing for a ſupply of men and money, 


when he knew they would ſend neither. At laſt the Mar- 
queſs arrived, and landing at Cork 29 Sept. 1648, his lord- 
ſhip received him as the King's lieutenant, (having, as pro- 
poſed, concluded 22 May, a ceſſation with the Iriſh) where. 
by he became poſſeſſed of the whole province of Munſter, 
For which ſignal ſervice, Lord Inchiquin (14 April, 1649) 
was voted a traitor by the parliament ; but by the King's 
letter from the Hague, was appointed preſident of Mun- 
ſter. , 

20 June 1649, Michael Jones, governor of Dublin, having 
ſent the greateſt part of his horſe to Drogheda, Lord Inchi- 
quin purſued them with ſuch ſucceſs, that he ſurprized a 
troop, and routed Col. Chidley Coote at the head of 300 
horſe, killing many, the reſt flying to Drogheda ; whither 
he followed, and that town ſurrendered to him on 28, when, 
of about 700 foot and 255 horſe, 600 of the foot and 
220 horſe joined his lordſhip, and took ſervice in his Ma- 
jeſty's army. He then marched to the inveſted town of 
Dundalk, 15 July, which in two days Col. Monk (after Duke 
of Albemarle) was forced by his own ſoldiers to deliver up; 
and moſt of the officers and {ſoldiers engaging in the King's 
ſervice, he ſoon took in the garriſons of Newry, Narragh- 
water, Greencaſtle, Carlingford, and Trim; and having 
thus reduced the Northern garriſons, returned to the 
royal camp at Finglas, with more men than he carried 
Out, \ 
ut in the latter end of the year, his forces, ſeduced 
by Cromwell's ſpies, revolted; whereby, finding himſelf ex- 
poſed to his enemies, and his life in danger, he erabark- 
ed 6 December, 1650, with Lord Ormond, landed at 
Peroſe in Baſſe-Bretagne in France; and an act being paſſed 
by Cromwell's parliament, 12 Auguſt, x652, for ſettling 
the affairs of Ireland, his lordſhip (among others) was ex- 


cepted from pardon. From Baſſe-Bretagne he went to italy; 
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and returning to France, was made, by the French King, 
lieutenant-general of his army ; vp the conqueſt of Cata- 
lonia, appointed Viceroy thereof ; and by patent, bearing 
date at Cologne, 21 October, 1654, his Roy K. Charles 
II. was pleaſed to advance him to the dignity of an Earl of 
the kingdom of Ireland, remainder to his iſſue male, by 
the title of Earl of Inchiquin, * with the creation fee of 
201. a year, payable out of the Exchequer of Ireland. Af- 
ter this he ſerved in Spain and the Netherlands; and be- 
ing ordered to command the troops ſent to aſſiſt the Portu- 
gueſe on their revolt from Spain, he, with his eldeſt ſon, 
and all his family, were taken by an Algerine corfair, 
which occaſioned the ſending of Count Schomberg on that 


ſervice, who extricated his Portugueſe Majeſty from many 


troubles. Having ranſomed himſelf and family, he retired 
into France, and ſurviving his own private troubles, and 
the confuſions of the public, lived to fee the reftoration of 
the King, with whom he returned to England, was 
reſtored to his eſtate by a Britiſh act of parliament, which 
was confirmed by the Act of Settlement; and in the Act 
of Explanation, the ſum of gol. was ordered to be paid 
him out of the treaſury, as a mark of his Majeſty's favou- 


nadie and gracious conſideration of his loſſes and ſuffer-

O Prien and four other perſons periſhed. On his return to Europe, he was 
caſt away near the Cape of Good-Hope, but providentially got to fore ; the 
Dutch governor, finding him of high birth, — ied him with neceſſaries for 
the voyage, and a cabin in one of the Dutch -bound Indiamen. 
But an Aſiatic governor, then on his way to Europe, requeſted the governor 
of the Cape to leave the ſhip to himſelf and ſuite ; foltcitous to oblige his 
countryman, he prevailed on the paſſengers to accept accommodations in 
another Indiaman, which ſailed at the ſame time; and in 24 hours after they 
had left the Cape, Mr. O'Brien ſaw the ſhip he had quitted founder, and 
every ſoul periſh, He was afterwards on board the Dartmouth of 
zo guns, which falling in with the Gloriofo, a Spaniſh man of war of ſu- 
perior force, gallantly eugaged her, and whilſt Mr. O'Brien was in his ſtati- 
on between decks, the gunuer ran to him, and, with deſpair in his Jooks, 
exchimed, O Sir, the powder room ! the ſhip inſtantly blew up, but Mr, 
OfBricen was ſound floating on the carriage of a gun, with his cloaths torn 
and burut to tatters ; hence it was conjectured, that he had been blown out

preſs the rebels, 2 which he moſt carefully endeavoured to 
raiſe, and within a very ſhort time made up his regiment; 
and when the ſtate (after the defeat of 600 * and a troop 
of horſe, ſent 27 November from Dublin to ſtrengthen the 
garriſon of Drogheda, at Gellingftown-bridge) was ſurround. 
ed and diſpirited by the rebels, he marched 29 November, 
with a body of troops, to relieve the caſtle of Wicklow, then 
in danger of being taken, without fupplies ; the rebels hay. 
ing ſome days before, with miſerable ſlaughter and cruelty, 
ſurprized Cary's-fort, Arklow and Chicheſter-forts, and all 
the houſes of the Englith in that county, with the adjacent 
parts of Wexford ; threatening to aſſault Dublin, and ap- 
proaching within two miles of it in actual hoſtility. This 
ſervice Sir Charles executed with ſucceſs, the rebels, upon 
his approach, retiring to the mountains : And being ſent for 
by the ſtate, he immediately returned, routing by the way 
Luke Toole (who attacked him with 1000 Iriſh) ſo ſhame- 
fully, that the terror thereof made him dreaded ever after; 
and he ſo well attended his government of the city, and other 
charges committed to him upon his return, that his particu- 
lar vigilance proved a good guard to the ſtate. | 

15 December, about 200 armed men having plundered a 
barque, arrived from England, and depoſited the pillage in 
Mr. King's houſe at Clontarffe, threatening to encamp there; 
Sir Charles Coote ſoon obliged them to remove, by burning 
that houſe and the village: And 11 January fqllowing, he 
2 ſent with 2000 foot and 200 horſe, to diſlodge 1400 men 


m the town of Swords, where the Iriſh having barricaded. 


the avenues, he forced the paſſage, routed them with the 
laughter of about 200; and returned to Dublin with little 
or no loſs. 23 February he accompanied the Earl of Or- 
mond to Kilſaghlan, ſeven miles from Dublin, when they 
drove the Irith out of their intrenchments, and routed them 
entirely; 6 April, 1642, he relieved the caſtle of Ballylivan, 
in the county of Kildare; and on the 1oth, being Eaſter 
Sunday, was ſent, with Sir Thomas Lucas and fix troops of 
horſe, to relieve Birr and ſome other fortreſſes; to effect 
which, they were to paſs a cauſeway, broken by the rebels, 
who had caſt up a ditch at the end of it. Sir Charles headed 
30 dragoons on foot, beat off the enemy with the loſs of 
their captain and 40 men; relieved the caſtles of Birr, 
Burraſs, and Knocknemeaſe ; and having continued almoſt 
48 hours on horſe back, returned to the camp on Monday 
night, without the loſs of one man.

paſſage through Mountrath woods, and juſtly occaſioned the 
entailing the title of Earl of Mountrath on his poſterity. 

After this, he accompanied the Earl of Ormond, lieute- 
nant general of the army, to the battle of Kilruſh, againſt 
a powerful force under the Lord Mountgarret, over whom 
an entire victory was gained; and the day following he was 
left with his regiment, and 3oo horſe, in garriſon at the 
Naas. He afterwards attended Philip Lord Lifle, lieutenant- 
general of the horſe, to relieve the caſtle of Geaſhill with 
350 horſe and 130 foot, which being ſpeedily effected, he 
adviſed in a council of war, * That if they made haſte, they 
« might eaſily paſs the defiles and cauſeways, before the 
« enemy could get together to oppoſe. them.” 'To which it 
was anſwered, that perhaps that might be ſo, but when the 
country was alarmed, how ſhould they get back? « I pro- 
« teſt, replied Sir Charles, I never thought of that in my 
« life, I always conſidered how to do my buſineſs; and when 
« that was done, I got home again as well as I could, and 
% hitherto I have not miſſed of forcing my way.” His advice 
being purſued, their march was ſo expeditious, that they ar- 
rived unexpected at Philips-town, and took it from Edward 
Mac-Liſhagh-Connor, who had forcibly ſeized it ſome time 
before; and in their return purſuing ſome Popiſh Lords of 
the pale to Trim, forced that place likewiſe, which, by his 
advice, was reſolved to be made a garriſon ; but the Iriſh, to 
the number of 3000, ſurprizing the town about the break of 
day, Sir Charles, on the centinel's alarm, with about ſeven- 
teen horſe (all he could muſter in ſuch hurry) iſſued out of 
the gate, being followed by cthers as they could get ready, 
and the ſucceſs was anſwerable to ſo gallant an undertaking z 
the Iriſh being routed, without any other conſiderable loſs, than 
that of Sir Charles himſelf, who was ſhot dead, but whether 
by the enemy, or one of his own troopers, was variouſly re- 
ported.

This dutiful offer of his ſervice the King received with great 
ſatisfaction, and wrote a letter to him, that he ſhould re- 
ceive all the ſupplies from abroad he could expect, and if 
his preſence was neceſſary, he would come over to Ireland; 
and ſent him commiſſions to uſe as he thought proper; add- 
ing, „ will not enlarge concerning yourſelf; the great Ser- 
« yices you can do me, the great confidence I have in you; and 
« your great merit towards your country, as well as towards 
« me, wi ſecure you, that I will do what becomes me 
« towards the gratifying and obliging ſuch a ſervant.” And 
offered on this occaſion to make him an Earl, to give him 
ſuch a command as ſhould pleaſe him, and take his whole

Sir Arthur Forbes was returned to Dublin by the middle 
of March, and Sir Charles Coote proceeded with ſuch ear- 
neſtneſs in the work, that he prepared his officers for the 
undertaking; and the whole nation was brought to ſuch a 
diſpoſition, that they readily accepted the King's declaration 
of 14 May, N. 8. - drow Breda; and on the ſame day, O. S.

HIS noble family is of French Extraction, from which 
kingdom they came very early after the conqueſt into 
England; and acquiring a good eſtate in the county of Kent, 
made the manor of Moore-Court their refidence, until they 
removed to Moore-Place in Benenden in the faid county, 
which they held for many generations. Mr. John Philpot, 
Somerſet Herald, who drew the pedigree of this family in

acts as were fit to be propounded to be paſſed, and ſuch 


ſtatutes as, being in force, were fit tg be repealed; .he was 
again preſent 4 November, the firſt day of the ſecond ſeſ- 
ſion, at which time he was of the privy council, and a 
member of the committees, for grievance and privileges 
In 1640 he was captain of fixty-three carbines, with the 
pay of 1I. 4s. a day, and five ſpare horſes at two ſhillin 

a day each; and from the breaking out of the rebellion 9 
the time of his death, acted with great reſolution and 


vigour againſt the abettors of it. 


His lordſhip, 26 Octòöber, upon the firſt diſcovery of 


the rebellion, having notice of the impriſonment of his 
ſiſter Blayney and her children, with the ſurprizal of her 


caſtle, the towns and caſtles of Newry, Carrickmacroſs, 
Charlemount, Monaghan, 'Tanderagee, Mountjoy, Clogh- 
woter, Dungannon, and many other places of ſtrength in 
the north, he went from Mellefont to Drogheda, in the 


midſt of the night, with his troop of ſixty-ſix horſe, very 


completely provided, and on his arrival ſummoning the 
mayor and aldermen, excited them to a ſpeedy and vigo- 
rous preparation for their defence, who gave him indeed 


fair promiſes, but their actions being no way correſpondent, 


(not aboyg forty men, very ill armed, being muſtered by the 


town) he advertiſed the ſtate, of the bad condition, and im- 


minent danger the place was in; which it was not poſſible 
to preſerve without further ſtrength both of horſe and foot ; 
for, ſhould the enemy make any ſudden approach, or at- 
tempt to ſurprize the town, he found ſuch poor preparations 
for defence within; ſuch apparent ſigns of diſloyalty; and 
all things in ſo deſperate a confuſion, that, with his beſt 
endeavours, he ſhould not be able to giye a good account of 
the place. However, he was ſo far from being diſcouraged, 
that conceiving his preſence neceſſary, he removed his 2

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mily thither ; prepared ſome old ordnance for uſe, and had 
them mounted; the walls repaired ; and the ditch ſcoured; 
but finding all ineffectual without further ſuccour, he rode to 
Dublin in a dark night, and fo effectually repreſented both 
the weakneſs and importance of Drogheda, offering in the 
council- chamber this very exemplary motion, to augment 
his own troop to 100 horſe, and to raiſe 100 foot at his 
own charges, that he ebtained a promiſe of ſpeedy ſuccour ; 
the ſtate in a few days raiſed a regiment of 1000 Foot, 
and placed them under the command of Sir Henry Titch- 
burne, who had a commiſſion of government for the town, 
with which he arrived 4 November: And, in the mean 
time Captain Seafowle Gibſon, having a commiſſion and 
arms for 120 men, raiſed them in Drogheda in the ſpace 
of two hours, who that very night were ſet on the watch, 
and kept to ſo hard duty, that his lordſhip and the captain 
watched ten nights ſucceſſively, and in ſeveral fallies killed 
'200 rebels, and took eighty priſoners, of whom ſix only 
ſuffered death. a : | 
His lordſhip made another journey to Dublin, to be 
preſent at the ſecond ſeſſion of the parliament, which fat 4 
November; and generouſly offered (ſeeing Sir Henry Titch- 
burne's regiment was not ſufficient to ſecure the town) to 
raiſe and clothe Goo men; to make fourteen independent 
companies at Drogheda a complete regiment, by which the 
whole county of Louth might poſſibly have been ſecured ; but 
this offer was not accepted. However, his affections to the 
King and deteſtation of the rebellion, were ſo fully diſco- 
vered to the rebels, by theſe earneft and noble offers, that, 
taking the advantage of his abſence, they fat down before 
his houſe of Mellefont, on Sunday 24 November, with 1300 
foot, intending to ſurprize it; which (after a very brave 
defence, ſo long as their powder laſted, from the few left 
to guard it, conſiſting only of twenty-four muſketeers 


and fifteen horſemen) was entered with great cruelty and 


Naughter of the foot, who yielded on quarter, (the horſe 
vigoroufly charging through the enemy, got ſafe to Drog- 
heda) and Colonel Coll Mac-Brian Mac-Mahon, with his ſol- 
ders, deſtroyed and carried away of goods and cattle to 
the amount of 20001. and killed twenty-eight of his lord- 
ſhip's ſervants, the moſt of whom they would not ſuffer to 
be buried. = 
The rebels, to the number of 1400, 30 November, be- 
fieged Drogheda, which they reduced to extreme diſtreſs, 


forcing them to ſubſiſt on the fleſh of dogs, cats, and 
. | ; other 
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other animals; and 12 January, by the aſſiſtance of their 
popiſh friends in the town, having made a breach in an ob- 
ſcure part of the wall, 500 of them marched, at four 
o'clock in the morning, ſo far into the town, that think- 


ing it their own, they alarmed the goyernor by a great 


ſhout, who running down ſtairs, with his piſtols in his 
hands, and being ſeaſonably joined by the Lord Moore 
with fifteen Horſe, they put them to flight, with the loſs oF 
above 200, and ſome officers; which, with other ſ{ueceſsfu] 
fallies, fo diſpirited the Iriſh, that they drew off with great 
loſs, before the Earl of Ormond, who intended to raiſe 
the fiege, marched out of Dublin. 

1 March, with Sir John Borlace, in a ſally he took the 
caſtle of Colpe; and 5 routed his ungrateful tenants near 


Tullaghallan, on the north fide of Drogheda, with the 


laughter of ſeven officers and near 400 ſoldiers ; taking 
priſoners, Captain Rory Mac-Arte Mac-Croſs Mac-Mahon, 
and Barnewall of Ratheſkett, with good ſtore of Arms, 
whereby the ſiege of Drogheda was raiſed, and the garriſon 
was at leiſure to viſit the enemy's quarters; in this action 
he expoſed his perſon to great danger, and being known, 
was ſurrounded by about 200 of the enemy, who endea- 
voured to ſeize him, crying out, This is my Lord Moore, 
when he had biit ſeven horſe in his company, the reſt 
being engaged at a diſtance z yet he retreated not, but 
charging them, many were killed, and the reſt ſcattered. 
On the taking of Dundalk ſoon after, (in which he had 
a ſhare), Sir Henry Titchburne was left with a ſufficient 
force to preſerve it, and the preſent government of Drog- 
heda was committed to his lordſhip ; at which time the 
Earl of Ormond, in a council of war, reſolved to proſe- 
cute the rebels; but that Lord being ſummoned to Dublin 
on affairs of great importance, the work fell wholly on the 
Lord Moore and the governor, who were recruited with 
tour companies of 1000 foot, two troops of 200 horſe, and 
two pieces of battery; ſo that 21 March he burned the 
country about Slane ; entered Ardee the 23, with the 
{laughter of about 400 Iriſh, his lordſhip doing much ex- 
ecution with his own hand; and being certified that 1300 
rebels were fortifying the town of Navan, he marched the 
25 early in the morning, with 200 horſe, ſome dragoons 
and muſqueteers, drew up within half piſtol ſhot of the 
gates, killed twenty men, fired the country, and re- 


turned with a large ſupply of cowy and 600 ſheep, * 
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The King by privy ſeals dated at York 30 June, and 
at Stoneley Abbey, 20 Auguſt 1642, conſtituted, him go. 
vernor of the county of Louth, and barony of Slane, where- 
of he had a grant by commiſſion 10 September 2, with the 
fee of tos. a day, and power to proſecute all rebels, trai- 
tors, &c. in conſideration, as bis majeſty expreſſed himſelf, 
« That to the hazarding himſelf, and the loſs of all his 
« eftate, he had contributed very much, as well before as 
« during the ſiege cf Drogheda, to the preſervation of 
tc that town, and performed many other acceptable ſer- 
« vices there, ſince the beginning of that deteſtable re- 
« bellion, towards the ſuppreſſion thereof, for his better 
« encouragement to proceed chearfully, in the faid ſer- 
tc vice, and to the end he might be the better enabled 
c thereunto.” 

In Auguſt ſame year, with 1500 men, and 4 pieces of 
cannon, he took the ſtrong caſtle of Seddan, with the 
ſlaughter of 500 men, whereupon the Lords Gormanſton 
and Netterville quitted the fort of Nobber and the caſtle 
of Newtown ; by which the counties of Louth and Meath 
were cleared of the enemy. But, after performing many 
brave and fignal ſervices, he loſt his life, 7 Auguſt 1643, 
at Portleſter, in Meath, by a cannon-ſhot, as he was up- 
on an eminence, giving directions for the affault. 

He married Alice 3, younger daughter of Sir, Adam 
' Loftus, Viſcount Elye, and by her (who broke her leg 


near the foot, by a fall from her horſe, occaſioned by 2

Henry, the third Viſcount Drogheda, upon his father's 
death, was recommended by the Earl of Ormond, to ſuc. 
ceed him m his employments; whereupon the King, by 
warrant, dated at Oxford 8 October, and by commiſlion * 
at Dublin, 13 January 1634, gave him his troop of horſe, 
and the government of the counties of Meath and Louth, 
the barony of Slane, and town of Dundalk, all the forces 
and inhabitants within the fame, power to execute martial 
law, and the fee of 10s. Sterling a day, from the date 
of the commiſſion. On 11 January 1642-3, he was choſen 
one of the commiſſioners, to receive the propoſitions of 
the Iriſh confederate recuſants; and in 1645 repairing to 
the court in England, the King (he being under age) fa- 
voured him with a ſpecial livery of his eſtate. In 1647, 
upon the ſurrender of the government to the Engliſh Par- 
liament, he had the command of a regiment given him, 
with which in 1649 he helped to reduce the kingdom, his 


eſtate was afterwards ſequeſtered by the parliament ; but, 


upon his petition 8 April 1653, he was permitted to enjoy 
one full third part thereof, and to receive the iſſues and 
profits till further order, paying contribution and other 


country charges; alſo, upon his further ſetting forth, that 


his eſtate was extended for the ſatisfaction of a debt to 
Walter Burrowes and others, and liable to ſeveral other 


burthens, whereby he was reduced, and like to continue 
in a yr {ad and diſtreſſed condition, without any manner 


of relief for the ſupport of himſelf and family ; the go- 


vernment 10 October 1653 ordered, that his houſe of 


Mellefont, the park with the deer therein, and 300 acres 
of land, in ſuch places next adjoining and lying cloſe toge- 
ther, as he ſhould chuſe, ſhould be exempted from the power 
of ſuch extents, for the maintenance of himſelf and family.

an order of compoſition 5 February, to pay the ſame as 


follows, viz. 2000l. on 1 Auguſt 1655, 2000l. 1 Februa- 
ry 1655, 20001. 1 Auguſt 1656, and 973ʃl. 3s. at or be- 
fore the end of two years from 1 February 1654. 

20 January 1656 he was made C. Nat. of the county 


of Louth; after the reſtoration (19 February 1660) cap- 


tain of a troop of horſe, governor of Drogheda and of 
the aforefaid county; and for his ſervices and affections 
to the King and his country, was. advanced to the dignity 
of Earl of Drogheda, by patent dated 14 June 1661.

By his firſt marriage with Maud or Matilda, elder daugh- 
ter and coheir to Sir Thomas Nevil, Lord Furnival, 


Joan his firſt wife (as before obſerved) daughter and heir to 


William Lard Furnival, he became polleſtel of that barony, 
and was firſt ſummoned to parliament 13 Henry IV by that 
title. 24 February 1413, 1 Henry V, he was conſtituted

In 36 Henry VIII he commanded the rear of the 
Engliſh army, when Leith and Edinburgh were plundered; 
was made that year lieutenant of the North; and 17 May, 
37 Henry VIII, inſtalled a knight of the garter. In 2 Ed, 
VI, he commanded an army of 15,000 men in Scotland, 
* the French, Almains, and Scots; raiſed the ſiege 

Haddington, and deſtroyed Dunbar, with other places; 
in which year he was appointed juſtice in Eyre of all the 
foreſts beyond Trent; was of the privy council to that King 
and at his funeral 8 Auguſt 1553, his lordſhip and the Earl 
of Pembroxe were chief mourners. Q, Mary, in her firſt 
year, made him preſident of the council in the North; 
and at her funeral, he was one of the four noblemen ap- 
pointed to ride as aſſiſtants, on each fide the chair, with the 
preſentation; at each end of which chair, ſat a gentleman- 
uſher, which was drawn by five horſes trapped with velvet 
to the paſterns; and on each horſe rode a page of honour, 
with a banner in his hand, and every horſe led by a man in 


a black gown and hood. In 1 Elizabeth be was ſworn of 


the privy council; and in the parliament held the following 
year was the only Peer, beſides the Viſcount Montacute, 
who oppoſed the bill for aboliſhing the Pope's ſupremacy in 
England, and eſtabliſhing the reformation of religion.

8s, 4d. beſides the future loſs of her 
þþ and means, worth 5611. 16s. a. year. Her Jadyſhip's behaviour dur- 
ing the aſſaults made on her houſe, by the rebels, deſerves particular 
notice; and it appears by the depoſitions of Arthur Auchmuty of Caflle- 
Forbes, and Martin J nſton, taken before the ſaid commillioners 13 
September 1642, that her ladyſhip in the very beginning of the rebcllion, 
fearing the dangers which enſued, ihe endeavoured to furniſh her caftle 
with arms, ammunition, proviſions, and men, to reſiſt the rebels; and 
gathering all her Britiſh cenants in the county of Longford, kept us

ſhot, and took their cattle, but were rep ſour ſeveral times; when 
CY the caſtle anew within piſtol-ſhot, and making — 
trenches, they ſtot in at the windows, and killed ſome in the h 
and ſome on the walls, but with the loſs of about eighty by the fire 
from the caſtle, After this they took the Well by ſurprize, and in or- 
der to deprive the beſieged of water, ſeized a Scottiſh man that 
voured to go to the caſtle, and haoging him ripped up his belly, and 
threw him into the well The caſtle. being near ſtarved for want of 
water, dug a hole forty feet deep ia the Bawne, and recovered water; 
and when any went out privately to ſeek relief, the rebels, from time 
to time, murdered and left them to be devoured by dogs and fowls, 
calling the proteſtants of the caſtle, puritan dogs and bereticks ; traitors t0 
God and the Xing; and threatening that man, woman, and child fpould be cut off. 
When no relief was expected from the army, the Lady Forbes gave all

ODERT de Ginkell, the firſt Earl of Athlone, de- I 5. 
rived his deſcent from a very ancient family in Goderr, 
the united provinces, where he was Baron de Reede and 1 
Ginkell, Baron of Ameronger, Middachier, Livendael, Earl of 
El, Stervelt, Roenbergh, &c. knight of the elephant, Athlone, 
grand commander of the teutonic order, general of the 
cavalry of the united provinces, of the dukedom of 
Guelder, and county of Zutphen. | 
Being promoted by K. William to the poſt of lieute- 
nant-general of his forces in Ireland, he gave ſignal proofs 
of his courage and conduct in reducing the kingdom to 
his Majeſty's obedience, as is fully ſhewn, in the publick 
hiſtories of that King's reign. After the battle of the 
Boyne, and his Majeſty's departure from Ireland, Gene- 
ral Ginkell, whoſe province it was to proſecute the war, 
began that work by decamping, 6 June 1691, from Mul- 
lengar, and ſummoning the next day the garriſon of Bal- 
lymorez the governor whereof, Colonel Ulick Burke, re- 8 
turning an evaſive anſwer, the general commanded the 
attack, when two breaches being made, the garriſon con- 
liſting of 780 men, beſides four field officers, and 289 
rapparees laid down their arms, and ſurrendered at diſ- 
cretion. After making the place defenſible, he marched . 
towards Athlone; and 20 June ordered an aſſault to be 
made, which the Engliſh performed with great reſolution, 
and a continued fire until they came to the breach; after 
which ſucceſs, batteries were raiſed againſt the Iriſh town, 
and the 3o, about ſix o'clock in the evening, the army in- 
trepidly took the river Shannon, (the ſtream being 
rapid, and the paſſage rendered very difficult by many 
large ſtones) by an incredible piece of * bravery, forced 
their way through. water, fire, and ſmoke; and gaining 
the oppoſite bank, were in leſs than half an hour *

10 July he marched from Athlone to Aghrim, and 


viewing the enemy's camp, found it of. very difficult ac-. 


ceſs; but now conſidering he had advanced ſo far, that 
he muſt either force his way by a battle, or retreat with 
loſs; ' reſolved upon the former; and upon Sunday the 
12, began the engagement at five o'clock in the after. 
noon, which continued doubtful for ſome time, his army 
lying under great diſadvantages from the bogs and 
hedges: but General St. Ruth being killed by a cannon- 
ball, the Iriſh horſe drew off upon his fall, and in a 
ſhort time the whole army was driven to the top of 
Killcommodon-Hill, which being expoſed to the Engliſh 
ſhot, they betook themſelves to an open flight, with the 

loſs of about 75000 men. CA 
After this great victory and a few days refreſhment, 
he marched to Galway, and having poſted his troops 
about the town, ſummoned it to ſurrender, which being 
refuſed, he marched part of his troops over the river, 
took a fort which the Iriſh were building, and the 
town was delivered into his hands 20 July; and 25 Au- 
guſt reaching Limerick, made himſelf maſter that very day

AVING obſerved nnder the title of Leinſter that 

William, ſecond fon of Gerald Fitz-Walter, and of 
Neita his wife, was anceſtor to the Earl of Kerry; ve 
{ſhall now proceed to treat of him and his poſterity. 

He is ſaid by Giraldus Cambrenſis to be the eldeſt fon 
of Gerald Fitz-Walter z but the pedigree of the family 
of Leinſter ſetting forth the contrary, and his being poſ- 
ſeſſed of the caſtle of Karriu (or Carrio) in the county of 
Caermarthen in South-Wales, his mother's inheritance, and 
aſluming that furname, beſpeak him a younger ſon; 
which is confirmed by the unerring teſtimony of the addition 
of a chief, ermine, to his coat-armour, (a certain note 
of cadency) to diſtinguiſh him and his poſterity from the 
_ eldeſt branch of the family. es | 

In 12.Hen. II. he held two knights fees in the county 
of Bucks, and the manor of Sperſholt and Hermitage in 
Berkſhire ; and with Odo his ſon, gave the village of 
Redbard, diſtant a mile ſrom Carew-caftle, to the Knights 
Templars.

of Limerick, was regulating matters in that city; Der- 
moid Mac-Carthy, K. of Corke, ſought his aid, (with 
promiſes of large rewards to himſelf, and reaſonable 
pay to his ſoldiefs) to withſtand his ſon Cormac O Le- 
hanagh, who had impriſoned and treated him with great 
cruelty.

On the death of Earl SÞongbow, 27 May 1177, he 
was choſen by the council chief governor of the king- 
dom, and ſo continued till the arrival of William Burke 
Fitz-Adelm.—He built the caſtle of fort O Nolan for the 
defence of the province of Leinſter ; and gave one caru-

, vulgariter vocutus Baro de Kery ; being placed in the 
former (by Mr. Molyneaux, Ulſter K. of Arms) as the firf 
Baron of Ireland, the Lord Athenry being marthalled next 
after him; but in the latter he was placed after the baron of 
Trimleſton; and 14 March 1578 was introduced by the 
Earl of Ormond to the L. D. in his camp, (who was then 
proſecuting the Earl of Deſmond) to whom he made an 
humble ſubmiſſion and a tender of his ſervices z but in 1581, 
when Munſter ſeemed to be in a ſtate of quiet by the death 
of Sir John of Deſmond, and the army on that account re- 
duced to 400 foot and fifty horſe and the garriſons diſcharg.

Patrick Fitz- Thomas Fitz-Maurice, the ſeventeenth Lord patrick, 


of Kerry, was born in 1541, and whilſt very young, ſent 


into England in the nature of an hoſtage to Q. Mary, where Lord. 


he was educated till upwards of twenty years of age, and had 
an employment in Q. Elizabeth's court, with whom he was 


in great favour, and had her majeſty's leave to return to Ire- 


land to ſee his father : Where he no ſooner. arrived, than, 
forſaking his faith and allegiance, he took up arms againſt 
her authority, and in 1599, with Thomas-oge and others, 
maintained 500 foot and 30 horſe againſt the crown 
in Kerry; pulled down his caſtle of Beale, or Beaulieu, 
to prevent its falling into the hands of the Engliſh ; and con- 
tinued her majeſty's enemy to his death, which happened at 
Downlogh 12 Auguſt 1600; he lies buried with his uncle

* His death was occaſioned by grief, for the loſs of his chief houſe of Lix- 
taw 23 July before; which had been . by his Lordſhip, and underſet 
with props of timber, to the end, that when any Engliſh forces ſhould enter 
the country, fire being ſet to the props, the caſtle might be inſtantly ruined, 
which he rather wiſhed, than to Ee it an Engliſh garriſon. But the ſudden 
march of the army prevented his intention, and fearing their neighbourhood 
1 Carrigfoile, two miles diſtant from his caſtle of Beaulieu, ſeated upon the 
Shannon, he demoliſhed that caſtle. | ;

Thomas, the eighteenth lord of Kerry, was born in 1574, 


and in his father's liſe-time lived at Baltybonany in Kerry; 


on whoſe deceaſe by his wife's interceffion, (ſiſter to the Earl 
of Thomond) he fonght the preſident's favour, and the 
Queen's protection; which were both promiſed vn condition 
that he would perform ſuch ſervice, as might in fome meaſure 


deſerve them; but abſolutely refuſing this, (as he expreſſed

himſelf in a letter to the Lord Thomond) becauſe it ſtood 
not with his conſcience, nor his honour, the preſident re-

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and all his proviſions and goods; and the Queen ſent her 
expreſs directions, 21 December, that in every pardon grant- 
ed, either general or ſpecial, there ſhould be an expreſs ex- 
ception, that the ſame ſhould not extend to James, the titular 
Earl of Deſmond, - his brother John, Pierce Lacy, the 
Knight of the Valley, and this Thomas ' Fitz-Maurice, ſon of 
the late Baron of Lixnaw : However, the Lords of the Coun- 
eil, by their letters to the preſident, which he received 28 
January, gave him power to accept of the three laſt, (if he 
faw cauſe) and pardon them for life only, provided they per- 
formed ſome ſignal ſervice, to merit ſuch favour. —After 
this, he was a commander in O'Dannels army, which came 
into Munſter to aſſiſt the Spaniards, and was forced to fly 
over the mountain of Slewphelim, to avoid fighting with the 
Lord Preſident ; and after their defeat and the raiſing of the 
ſege of Kingſale, Sir Charles Wilmot hearing that his 
Lordſhip was in Lixnaw Caſtle, marched thither to reduce 
it; but, ere he ſat down before it, his Lordſhip fearing to 


be ſhut up, left it to the care of his brother Gerald, his con- 


ſtable, and went into Deſmond, to procure aid from O'Sul- 
livan Beere; but the caſtle being deprived of water, it was 
ſurrendered upon compoſition ; and Sir Charles ſo proſecuted 
his Lordſhip, flew his Kerne, and got all his tenants into 
ſudjection, that he baniſhed him the country of Gan- 
Maurice, and - cauſed him to ſeek a retreat in Deſmond ; 
where having aſſembled about 200 foot and twenty horſe, in 
his faſtneſs near Liſtowell, he was ſoon defeated by Captain 
Thomas Bois, with the loſs of 80 of his men, and all his 
proviſions, and preſently after reduced his brother Gerald 
and other provincials in the caſtle of Berengary, who yielded 
to mercy—the chiefs were executed, and the reſt pardoned 
by the L. L. when he came to Cork in February 1602, where- 
by the province of Munſter was finally reduced. 


After K. James's acceſſion to the crown, his Lordſhip wait- | 


ed on his Majeſty, and made an humble ſubmiſſion for the 
offence of himſelf and his father; whereupon the King ac- 
companied his return to Ireland with a warrant to the deputy, 
dated at Wilton 28 October 1603, to accept of a ſurrender 
of his eſtate, to reſtore it to him by new letters patent, and 
to cauſe a pardon to be paſſed nnder the Great Seal ; which 
vere accordingly performed 16 July 1604, and his Lordſhip, 
in order to have a further confirmation thereof by a new 
patent, ſurrendered the old one 1 July 1612, and had a re-

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grant 6 of that month to him, his heirs and aſſignes for 


ever. | 
He was preſent in the parliament of 1615, in which he 
had a diſpute concerning precedency with the Lord Slane t, 
and his Lordſhip dying at Drogheda 3 June 1630, was by- 
ried at Caſhel, in the chapel and tomb of Cormac Mac-Culinan, 
otherwiſe St. Cormac, who died Archbiſhop of that ſee in

third Earl of Thomond, and by her, who died in the year

And it being found by divers inquiſitions and records, that Gerald late 
Farl of Deſmond was feized, as in fee tail of a chief rent of 160l. a year in 
half-face money, making 2131. 6s. 8d. Engliſh, and 120 Beeves yearly payable 
oat of his Lordſhip's eſtate and other free tenants of Clan-Maurice ; and 
ſeeing the ſame were at firſt obtained by the ſaid Earl's oppreſſions and ex- 
actions, when in his full power and authority, which had come to the crown 
by his attainder, and becauſe the Lord Kerry's lands were burdened with the 
compoſition and other rents to the crown, the King releaſed and exonerated 
the whole country of Clan- Maurice ſrom the ſaid rent and ſervice : And not 
only ſo, but by Privy Seal, dated at Weſtminſter 9 April 1616, as a mark of 
his favour and royal bounty, was pleaſed to add fo many caſtles, honours, 
and crown lands, as ſhould amount to 40l. a year iu fee ſimple, and as ma 
more, as ſhould amount to the like ſum in fee-ſarmy in regard of his faithful 


| fervicesto the Crown, and the better to encourage and enable him to perſe- 


vere in his Majeſty's ſervice, to which he was foyr:d moſt zealouſly affected: 
And foraſmuch as he had undertakes to diſcover, and at his own charge to 
bring to the crown, certain - concealed rents and compolitio® money to the 
yearly value of 100). or thereabouts, the King, in conſideration of that ſer- 
vice, granted to him for ever the moiety thereof; in conſequence of which 
warrant, he had a patent, 23 June 1618, granting the lands of Curracul- 
lenagh, with many others, in the counties of Kerry, Cork, Downe, Lime- 
rick, Meath Sligo, and Monaghan, to hold by fealty, as of the Caſtle of 
in.

Patrick, the nineteenth Lord of Kerry, was born at Lixnaw 
in 1595, took his ſeat in parliament, 14 July 1634 * ; but at- 
ter the rebellion broke out, he retired into England about 
candlemas 1641, and remained there till he died in the pas 
riſh of St. Giles's in the fields 31 January 3 1660, and was 
buried in that church. He married Honora, ſecond daugh- 
ter of Sir Edmond Fitz-Gerald, of Ballymaloe, and Cloyne, 
in the county of Corke, Knt. (eldeſt fon of Sir John Fitz-

* Sir Henry St. George, a noted Herald of the laſt century, affirms 
this houſe to be of great eminence in Normandy 200 years before the 
conqueſt of England, which carrics it up to a date, antecedent to the 7 
firſt eſtabliſhment of the Danes in Normandy under Rollo, who invaded 
that country; but whether this be only an expreſſion of latitude, intended 
to imply a very great antiquity, or an exact calculation; it is undeniably 
and lineally traced for ſeven centuries, and diſtinguiſhed by a deſcent in 
blood, through different channels, of the earlieſt and preateſt families of 
the old nobility; and from moſt of the ſovereign koules now in Europe,

dants, till it was fold by Sir John Perceval, Baronet, anceſ- 

tor to the preſent Earl, in 1656. 

This Ralph Perceval the younger holding part of his 
eſtate of the honour of Hereford, to which Henry Stafford, 
the great Duke of Buckingham, in the time of Edward IV 
laid claim, being invited by the proſpect of a great addition 
to his fortune, if the ſaid Duke ſhould fucceed therein, aſſo- 
ciated himſelf intimately with him, as the Duke himſelf had 
done with Richard then Duke of Glouceſter, (afterwards 
K. Richard III) upon promiſe of that honour, if he ſhould 
help him to the crown, And being a perſon of great addreſs, 
was ſecretly employed by the faid Duke of Buckingham, then 
in Wales, upon the death of K. Edward. IV to concert 
. meaſures with the ſaid Duke of Glouceſter, the King's 
brother, then in the north, and to engage him to uſurp the 
crown, to affift him with a thouſand brave fel 
lows, if need were, from the weſtern and Southern parts of 
the Realm. In which employment his endeavours were 
but too ſucceſsful ; for the Duke of Glouceſter concurring 
with the propoſal, outwent the intention of his adviſers,

VI, 1548, being then but ſixteen 
years, three months, and twenty four days old . 

George, his twin-brother, then in ward to Sir John Sy- George. 
denham, who the next year, (when eighteen years of age) 
married to Elizabeth, daughter and coheir to Sir Edward - 
Bampfylde of Poltimore in the county of Devon, where- 
by a great deſcent in blood accrued to this family from 
many ſovereign houſes and great families in Europe 3.

Notwithſtanding which, ſuch 
was his inordinate profuſion, that he ſoon involved him- 
ſelf in great debts 3 and his neceſſities increaſing with his 
expences, he fold the manors of Overweere, and Streeme, 
to Thomas Hodges of Wedmore, Eſq. and being fur- 
ther aggravated by the imprudent behaviour of his ſon, 
(as hereafter related) reſolved to leave him nothing more 
of his eſtate, than he was by ſettlement obliged to do; 
and with that view, in 1582, fold the manor of Nailſay 
to Richard Cole of Briſtol, Yet, not long after becom- 
ing reconciled to his ſon, he ſo far recovered his affairs, 
that at his death, in or about the year 1601 at Syden- 
ham, (having never been in Ireland, as in ſome accounts 
of this family is aſſerted) he left a noble eſtate behind 
him, His iſſue was three ſons, Richard; Bampfylde, and 
Thomas, who both died young; and a daughter Eliza- 
beth, married to John (or Richard) Gilbert, Eſq “. | 

Richard Perceval, Eſq. Lord of Tykenham, &c. was Richard. 
born in 1550, and educated at St. Paul's ſchool, then 
the moſt famous nurſery of learning in England; whence 
he was ſent to Lincoln's-Inn, to. acquire ſome general 
idea of the laws, eſteemed an accompliſhment of high 
conſequence for the moſt conſiderable men. In both 
theſe ſtations he made an admirable progreſs; yet, at 
the ſame time, fell into ſuch a courſe of extravagance and ; 
diſorderly living, that he became the averſion of his father; 
who being unable to reſtrain him within any bounds,

Thus rejected, he found means, by the credit of his re. 
verſionary eſtate, and the aſſiſtance of his friends, to main- 
tain himſelf ſeveral years, during which time he had three 
fons and two daughters, by the — of which increaſe 
of his family, and the coolnefs of friends, he was oblig. 
_ ed to quit the kingdom, and travelled into Spain. Aſter 
about four years voluntary exile, being informed of his 
wife's death, he returned to England, hoping, now the 
principal cauſe of his father's diſpleaſure was removed, he 
might again recover his favour; but his father continuing 
Mmexorable, his relations, and particularly Roger Cave of 
Stamford, Eſq. who had married the Lord Treaſurer 
Burleigh's fifter, engaged on his fide; and by that gen- 
tlaman's means, he contracted an acquaintance with that 
Lord, who being pleafed with his talents, and moved at 
his misfortunes, endeavoured to procure a reconciliation 
with his father, which proving ineffectual, he determined 
ro ſerve him in another manner, and with great friendſhip 
taking him under his peculiar care, employed him in 
the management of thoſe affairs of ſtate, which required 
the greateſt truſt and ſecrecy a. ; þ 
Thus he continued till the year 1586, when the Spa- 
niards making vaſt preparations for that great Armada, 
with which they invaded England two years after; an 
Engliſh ſhip chafed a Spanifh veſſel, in which were car- 
ried letters from the low Countries, that (by imitations 
from abroad) were underftood to contain the fecret : The 
commander of the veſſel, finding himſelf in danger, threw 
his pacqvets over-board, which being recovered by the 
Englith, were brought to the Lord Burleigh, and by him 
laid before the Queen in council. But the contents be-

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ing written in eypher, the Lord Burleigh ed, that 
the papers ſhould be entruſted with this Richard Perce- 
val, whom he recommended, as well qualified for ſuch a 


confidence, both on account of his fidelity, already ex- 


ienced, and his {kill in the Spaniſh language. 
70 this propoſal the Queen aſſenting, ſhe committed 
the pacquets to his charge with her own hand, in a very 
gracious manner; and he ſo well anſwered the expec- 


tations conceived of him, that he returned them to the 


Queen herſelf, the next day at the fame hour, decypher- 
ed, tranflated, and fairly tranſcribed, in Spaniſh, Latin, 
and Englith *, | 

This was the firſt certain intelligence of the Spani 
delign; (which not long after was further confirmed from a 
letter written by the Pope to the King of Spain, obtained 
out of the pope's clofet, by a prieſt, who was a ſpy, em- 

ed Secretary Walfingham) and the importance 
— — the diſcovery * ſo grateful to the 
Queen, that the inſtantly affigned him a penfion of 800 
marcs per amm which he enjoyed all his life, and foon 
after rewarded him further with a place in the Duchy 
court of Lancaſter worth 4ool. a year, adding, „That ſhe 
« would take him under her own peculiar care.” But 
the Lord Burleigh thinking he was too uſeful to be taken 
from himſelf, promifed he ſhould be no ſufferer in his 
fortunes by it, and ſoon after Sir Robert Cecil his fon, 


ſecretary of ſtate, being made maſter of the court of 


wards, he was appointed ſecretary thereof, a place of great 
credit, and worth 2000l. a year; all which advanta 
procured his father's reconciliation, who at his death left 
him his real eftate of 1700l. a year, with a confiderable 
ſum of money. | | 

In the latter end of the Queen's reign he was ſent in- 
to Ireland, to inform himſelf, whether the court of wards 
could be extended with any profit to the crown 5 but 
the country being then in great diſorder from Tyrone's 
rebellion, he difliked the ſituation of affairs fo much, that 
bis report diſcouraged any attempt to ſettle that branch 
of the revenue for that time 3. In the firſt parliament of 
K. James I, which met 19 March 1603, he ſerved for 
Richmond in Yorkſhire, and made a conſiderable figure 
in the affairs of trade, the revenue, and other matters of 
publick concern particularly in the great buſineſs of the

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union with Scotland, which was for many years attempt. 


ed and puſhed by that King, though without ſucceſs 2, 
In 1610 Sir William Fleetwood, receiver-general of the 
court of wards, being deficient in his accompts, that of. 
fice was veſted in commiſſioners, of whom Mr. Perceval 
was one, with a ſole grant of all the profits of that place, 
paying to the other commiſſioners the yearly falary of 
100 marcs; and, after ſo great a loſs ſuſtained by the 
crown, no precautions being thought too great to ſecure this 
branch of the revenue, a new officer was created, as a 
check upon the receiver-general, by the name of remen- 
 brancer, which was conferred upon him; and he likewiſe 
had a reverſionary grant of the office of auditor-general 
of the faid court: But upon the death of his great friend 
Robert Cecil, Earl of Saliſbury, 24 May 1612, and the 
ſucceſſion of William, Lord Knollys to the maſterſhip 
of the court of wards, he was diſmiſſed in an arbitrary 
manner from all lis employments in that court, 
amounting to 4oool. a year) in the dutchy court of 
caſter*. Yet, a new ſettlement of the court of wards 
in Ireland being projected, and an officer of experience 
wanted, to remedy the bad management \hitherto com- 
mitted in that court, no other could be found, from whom 
ſo much ſervice was expected, as from him; who, in 
the different poſts of ſecretary, receivex- general, and re- 
membrancer, for above twenty years, had improved that 
branch of the revenue from Go, oool. to go, oool. a year; 
and being prevailed upon to accept the office of regiſter, 
he came into Ireland, and 20 July 1616 Sir John Den- 
ham, chief juſtice of the King's Bench, Sir Francis Aun- 
gier, maſter of the rolls, Sir Richard Cooke, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, and Sir John King, muſter- maſter- ge- 
neral, being appointed commiſſioners for the ſuperviſing 
and diſpoſing of wards and liveries, his patent of Clerk, 
or regiſter paſſed 16 November, with the fee of 1000 
marcs , to make it worth his acceptance, and by his 
labours the revenue was ſuddenly improved from one to 
2 thouſand pounds a year, without any diſcontent of

In 1618, 
he repaired to England, to preſerve his employment, then 
ſtrongly ſolicited by another, which he effected with 
difficulty, being obliged to reſign the additional falary 
but in lieu thereof, he obtamed a privy ſeal, for a full 
diſcharge of all his debts due to the crown, in conſide- 


ration of his great ſervices. Returning to Ireland, he 


died in Dublin 4 September 1620, in the fixty=ninth 
ear of his age, and was buried in St. Audoen's church.* 
His children by his firſt wife aforementioned, were James, 
(who married the daughter and heir of Potts of the 
county of Devon, and died before his father, without 
ifue,); Francis, (who being employed in the Eaſt-Indies

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He was then in Dublin, and contributed in no fa 
degree to confirm the ſpirits of the L. J. on their firſt ſur. 
prize; but finding the government remiſs in their care af 
Munſter, where much of his fortune lay, he applied the 
greateſt part of his revenues in that country to defend the 
ſtate ; repaired and fortified his caſtle of Liſcarrol, An. 
nagh, Walſheſtown, Templeconilah, and  Ballinegragh, lj 
ſituate in, or upon the borders of a large moraſe, and 
forming a ſtrong barrier on the frontiers of the county 
of Cork, and were conſequently moſt expoſed fo the at.

Theſe, with the caſtles of Loghart, Dundrum, Dundeady, 
and others, he garrifoned and maintained, and two of 
them, viz. Liſcarrol and Annagh, were of ſuch importance, 
that the former ſuſtained a ſiege of eleven. days, againſt a 
regular army of 7000 foot and 500 horſe, well provided 
with artillery, under the command of Lord Muſkerry, and 
General Barry, and the latter (by its natural ſituation deemed 
impregnable) reſiſted an army of 5000. men for ſeveral days, 
who, after loſing 300 of their beſt troops, took it at laſt by 
treachery, 12 February 1646, in which year Sir Philip loft 
all his ſtrong holds, and above half his eſtate in Munſter: 
So that by maintaining theſe garriſons, - and by his generous 
ſpirit, we may affirm him to have been a principal means of 
the kingdom's preſervation : for when the confederate Ca- 
tholicks of the counties of Kilkenny ang- Tipperary, under 
the command of the. Lord Mountgarret, advanced into the 
county of Cork, with a formidable army, as far as the 
mountains of Ballihowra, being then obſtructed by the dif- 
ficulties they met with from his garriſons, and afterwards 
by their own diviſions, their meaſures were utterly broken 
and the army diſperſed, without making any conſiderable 
attempt then in that county; which early check was of 
the utmoſt importance; for, without it, the province of 
. Munſter, had probably been loſt, and if ſo, the kingdom 
muſt have fallen-into the hands of the Iriſh, who were 
already ſo far maſters of the reſt. * | a

23 March 1641 he was made commiſſary-general of the 
victuals for the King's army, in which office we find him 
in 1643, by a vote of the Engliſh houſe of commons, 
and his falary ſettled, with allowance for clerks, at 31. 75s. 6d. 


a a day, and receiving his inſtructions from the Earl of Lei- 


ceſter, L. L. he arrived in Ireland 30 April 1642, when 
he was appointed Providore-general of the horſe, with 


an additional ſalary, and having the command of a com- 


pany of firelocks given him by the Earl of Ormond, L. 
General, he armed and ſupplied them at a great expence, 
when the ſtate had no money to pay them; and in all theſe 
different employments exerted himſelf with ſuch ability, 
integrity, and zeal for the publick ſervice, that he expended 
in proviſions, only, for the army above 18,000l. for which 
no conſideration was ever made to his family by the crown; 


and all the officers, in 1645, certified to the parlianggnt, 


that he was the only inſtrument, under heaven, of their preſer- 


vation 2. 


In 1644 he was appointed, by his*majeſty's command; a 
commiſſioner at the treaty, to be held between the King 
at Oxford, and the deputies of the Iriſh confederates, who 
were then endeavouring to obtain, by a projected peace, 
unreaſonable graces and favours; and repairing thither, the 
Lord Ormond, in his preparatory letter relating to theſe 
affairs, dated 8 March 1643, to the Lord Digby, ſecretary 
of ſtate, in which he refers him to be inſtructed in all that 
was neceſſary by Sir Philip Perceval, makes the following 


mention of him and his ſervices; * And now that I have 


mentioned Sir Philip Perceval, I may not paſs him by 
Vol..

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ec without a very particular recommendation, as of a man 
« exceedingly knowing in all the affairs of this kingdom; 
te that hath been both before, in the war, in the treaty, and 
ec ſince the ceſſation, extremely induſtrious to advance the 
« King's ſervice ; particularly, in providing with great dex: 
« terity, labour, and frequently upon his own credit, pro- 
ec viſions for the men, which at ſeveral times were ſent 
« hence, who elſe could not have gone fo ſeafonably, 
« or well furniſhed.” ' 

Sir Philip and the other commiſſioners exerted their greats 
eſt vigour and refolution in oppoſing the demands of the 
Iriſh z which by their conſequences, tended to throw the 
whole power of the ſtate into their hands; and in the im- 
poſſibility ariſing, from the nature of their demands, to 
comply with them, that famous tteaty concluded; and Sir 
Philip, not only for refuſing to affiſt in that deſtructive. 
project, but by bearing the principal part in that tranſ- 


action, as his writings and papers evince, in which he 


had much the advantage of the oppoſite party, in his me- 
thod and manner, was looked upon at Oxford as a round- 
head, and having rendered himfelf too obnoxious by his 
oppoſition fo return to Ireland with ſafety, he privately leſt 
Oxford, quitted the royaliſts, to whom he till then had 
rigidly adhered, and accepting the offers long before made 
him by Pym, his near relation, and renewed by HoLLes, 
his intimate friend, he retired to the parltament (7 Auguſt 
1644) where he was received *with open arms, and pre- 
vailed on to repreſent the borough of Newport in Corn- 
wall, which had long been kept vacant on his actount, 
he would reſolve to engage on that fide. 
1646 he was made choice of, by the province of Ulſter, 
to manage their affairs and intereſts with the parliament, 
in which he continued to act with great vigour and ſtea- 
dineſs, in proſecution of the true intereſts of both king- 
doms ; and incurred ſuch diſpleaſure from the independent 
party, by his oppoſition to their dark deſigns, that they 
made ſeveral inveterate attacks upon him in parliament. 


both with regard to his ſhare in the ceflation, and con- 


duct in his employments, all which he reſiſted with great 
ſpirit, and the utmoſt proof of his integrity. ; 
In 1647 the Munſter army, under the Lord Inchi- 
guins by an unanimous addreſs from Cork (28 May) re- 
rred to him the conduct of their intereſts ; a commiſſion,

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as things then ſtood, of great difficulty and hazard; but 
he chearfully undertook it, upon this ſole principle, which 
he ever profeſſed, that he would always willingly contribute his 


tife and fortune for the publick or 74 friend : Both which he 


verified by his conſtant practice! and being ſecretly en- 
gaged in eadeavouring to bring over the Lord Inchiquin 
and that army, to check the inſolence of the independents 
and the Engliſh army, in defence of the liberties of the 
parliament, he grew ſo fuſpicious and dangerous to that 
party, that they revived their charge againſt him upon. the 
ſcore of the ceffation, with more rancour than ever, paſ- 
ſing a vote, 5 July, that no man, who cotiſented to the ceſ- 
ſation, ſhould fit in parliament. To this freſh attack he made 
a gallant defence in two excellent ſpeeches, ' manifeſting his 
innocence, and ſhewing his great loſſes by the rebellion ; 
the proof of which, joined to the general tenour of his 
conduct, clearing him from all reaſonable imputation of 
being a favourer of that cauſe, the accuſation was, with 

t honour to him, diſmifled, and he reſumed his ſeat 
in parliament, from which he had withdrawn during the 
pendency of this proſecution, 

Soon after, the army faction finding it time to throw off 
the maſk, impeached ſeveral leading members of the houſe, 
who obſtructed their meaſures, whereupon they withdrew ; 
but a brave remnant of that houſe, not intimidated by 
theſe violent meafures, perſevered in giving ſuch oppoſition 
to their deſigns, that they were obliged to advance the 
army by fpeedy marches towards London, to force them to 
a concurrence. In this time of imminent danger, when the 
city of London and the parliament expected daily to be ſack- 
ed, Sir Philip Perceval perſevered in his honeſt oppoſition, 
and ſtanding at the head of the few reſolute remaining mem- 
bers, was chairman of thoſe very committees, which were 
appointed to manage the defence of the city and parliament, 
to direct the diſpoſition gf the troops, and the militia rails 
ed for that end, and to draw up thoſe declarations, let- 
ters, and publick papers, which were iſſued out on that 
occaſion, Nor did he quit the cauſe he had undertaken, 
till the army had actually poſſeſſed the city, and that no 
pbſſibility of reſiſtance was left; when, juſtly dreading the 
effect of their firſt reſentment, lie retired into the country 
till the September following, when hearing that new mat- 


ters of accuſation ,were preparing againſt him, relating to 
123 ö 
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the exerciſe of his place as commiſſary-general, he return- 
ed and demanded his trial, which was poſtponed from the 
inſufficiency of the charge; and, though ſtanding in theſe pe- 
rilous circumſtances, and that the independents were then 


_ abſolute maſters of the parliament, he had the courage to 


deliver to the houſe, a ſtrong remonſtrance from Lord In- 
chiquin's army, againſt their meaſures.— And this was the 
laſt publick action of his life, for, being overborne by the 
increaſing malice of that party, and worn out with reflec. 
tion upon the calamitous condition both of the publick, 
and of his private affairs, which threatened his total and 
ſpeedy ruin, he died * after a few days illneſs, 10 November 
1647, ſo regretted and reſpected, even by his enemies, 
notwithſtanding the violence of the faction that ſought his 
ruin, that he was buried three days after by order, and at 
the expence of the parliament, (who voted 200l. to his vi- 
dow, to defray the charge of his funeral) in the church 
of St. Martin in the fields, Weſtminſter, Primate. Uſher 
preaching his funeral ſermon, and Dr. Robert Maxwell, 
Biſhop of Kilmore, compoſing his epitaph, engraved on 
his monument, which was deſtoyed when that church was

ah Tuts noble Family is of Norman extraction, and was an- 


ciently called de la Montagne; in the reign of K. Edward III. 
they were ſtyled Hill, alias de la Montagne; and in ſucceed- 
ing ages retained only the name of Hill.— They have reſided 
in the counties of Devon and Stafford from a very early pe- 
riod ; and from the time of Q. Elizabeth have been of prime 
diſtinction in the counties of Down and Antrim in Ireland. 
Amongſt the principal ornaments of this family, was Sir 
John Hill of HilPs-Court, in the ſuburbs of Exeter and coun- 
ty of Devon; he was bred to the profeſſion of the Law, was 
advanced to the degree of a Serjeant on the Monday next 


after the Purification, 1383, and 30 September, 1400, was 
_ conſtituted by K. Henry IV. one of the Juſtices of the Court 


of King's Bench. — His relation and contemporary, Sir Ro- 
bert Hill of Shilſton in the ſaid county, was alſo bred to the 
Law, made King's Serjeant in the year 1200, and about nine 
years after was appointed a Juſtice of the Court of Common 
Pleas, in which ſtation he was continued by the Kings Henry 
V. and VI.—This Sir Robert acquired large eftates in the 
counties of Devon, Stafford and Kent, whoſ: ſon or grandſon 
Thomas Hill of Hillton, Eſq. was Sheriff of London in the 
year 1474, and being afterwards knighted, was choſen and 
ſerved the office of Lord Mayor in the year 14845; this eſtate 
remained in the family for ſeveral years, *till it was at length 
waſted and diſpoſed of by Robert Hill, Eſq. and his ſon Ed- 
ward, whoſe younger brother Moyſes Hill, Eſq. the anceſtor 
of the preſent Earl of Hillſborough, was, during the courſe of 
ONeile's rebellion in the North, one of thoſe gentlemen, who 
(in 1573) were affociated under Walter Devereux, Earl of 
Effex, to ſuppreſs it; and, after the fatal diſappointments 
and death of that Earl, ſerved under his ſon Robert, Earl of 
Eſſex, who, 12 March, 1598, was appointed L. D. by Q.

many rebels were legally indicted, and in another ſeſſion at 
leaſt an hundred more; in the proclaiming of the writs of 
outlawry agairſt whom, he was in great danger of his life, as 
well as thoſe of his ſoldiers and ſervants, which he — 2 at 
t charges, and who attended him in that ſervice. When 
e firſt heard of the general riſing of the Iriſh, in the 
county of Downe, and how the Proteſtants were robbed 
and ſtripped, and many of them murdered, he furniſhed 
himſelf with arms for ninety- four men, having only powder, 
match, and ſhot, out of his Majeſty's ſtores; with which 
he freighted a Barque from Dublin, and landing at Strang- 
ford, raiſed and armed a company, ſome horſe, ſome foot, 
and kept them at his own expence for about a year and half, 
in which time he executed by martial law, and flew about 60 
notorious rebels within the cbunty of Downe and the adjacent 
country, drove many others out of thoſe paxts, and did other 
acceptable ſervices to the Engliſh government, until about 
the month of May, 1644, that he and his family were driven 
from his dwelling-houſe by ſeveral parties of the Scotch army, 
who plundered his houſe and ſtock to the value of ——

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38041. by a party under the command of Sir James Montgo- 
mery, and (a few days after) by another party, under the 
Lord Lindſay a Scottiſh Colonel, and obliged him to fly to 
Dublin for ſafety.

the ſubject of the coin. —He was Chancellor of the moſt noble order of the 
Garter, a Privy Counſellor to K. Charles I. and Ambaſſador to the Great : 
Mogul, the Grand Signior, the Emperor of Germany, and other ſtates.—(See | 
tr Thomas Rowe's Negociations and Stowe's Sarvey)—The aforeſaid Antho- 
tyRowe, as mentioned in the text, had three daughters his coheirs, viz. Mary, 
the eldeſt, married as above; Charlotte, the ſecond daughter (married to. 
George Lord Forreſter, by whom ſhe had Caroline, late Lady Forreſter, and 
Harriet, married to Edward Walter, Eſq. by whom ſhe had Harriet, mar. 
ted to the preſent Lord Viſcount Grimſtone); and Arabella, the third 
dvghter, married to John Cockburne of Ormeſton in North Britain, Eſq, 
late one of the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiraity. 
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Wills, the ſecond Viſcount Hillſborough, ſo called from 
General Sir Charles Wills being his godfather, was born at 
Fairford iu the county of Glouceſter 30 May, O. 8. 1715, 
was returned to the parliament of Great-Britain for the 
towns of Huntingdon and of Warwick, for the latter of which 
he ſat in 1742, and was again choſen its repreſentative in the 
parliament of 1747 in 1742 he was appointed L. L. and C. 
Rot. of the county of Downe ; was ſworn a Member of his Ma. 
jeſty's Privy Council in Ireland 25 Auguſt, 1746; as he was of 
the Privy Council of Great Britain 21 June, 1754 * ; he 
took his ſeat in the houſe of peers in Ireland 11 November, 
1743 *, and by privy ſeal, dated at Kenſington 24 Auguſt, 
and patent 31 October, 1751, he was created Viſcount 
Kilwarlin and Earl of Hillſborough, with limitation of the 
Honours, in default of his ifſue male, to his uncle Arthur 


Fill, Eſq. and the heirs male of his body; and the 8 of

The King fixed his 
choice upon him, as the fitteſt erden to curb the inſolencies 
of O Neile, © Conor, and O More; and repairing to his 
poſt, he was received in a ſolemn proceſſion near St. Mary's 
Abbey, with great applauſe of the citizens, who conſidered 
him as their deliverer from the frequent incurfions of thoſe 
Irifh chiefs upon the Engliſh pale —Accordingly, collecting 
his forces, he marched into the territory of Leix (now the 
Queen's county) againſt O More and O Conor, whom by 
flight, but frequent, Kirmiſhes, and driving away their cat- 
tle, he eaſily ſubdued. 

But before the end of that year, private animoſities aroſe 


between him and the Earl of Kildare, which ſoon encreaſed 


to an open hoſtility : However, he neglected not the ſervice 
of the publick; but in 1531, accompanied by that noble- 
man, made an inroad into Ulſter, and having taken and de- 
moliſhed O Neile's caſtle of Kinard, deftroyed the neigh- 
bouring territories, and burned the villages, thereby terri- 
fied Hugh O Donne}, Lord of Tyrconnel, into a ſubmiſſion, 
and (6 May) received at Drogheda his bond of fidelity to the 


Kin by his delegates Conatius O Fraghill, Abbot of Derry, 


and Richard © Greyhan of Drogheda, who entered into in- 
dentures for his preſervation of the peace; Sir Hugh himſelf 


being detained by ſickneſs from performing it in perfon. 


After this, the enmity» between him and the Earl of Kil- 
dare grew to that heighth, that Sir William, by letters and 
meſſengers to England, charged him with many heinous 
crimes, which the Earl retorted by the fame methods, en- 
deavouring to prove his adminiftration corrupt, and by that 
means effect his removal from the government. The event 
for a time favoured his proceedings; for going to England 
about Eaſter 1532, he not only protured Sir William to be 
recalled, but himſelf to ſupply his place; and returning to 
Dublin in Auguſt, received the fword from him, which con- 
fributed ſtil more to enflame the contention, and to keep it 
alive until the year 1534; when the Earl being ſent for into 


England, to anſwer the charges of his enemies againſt his go- 


vernment of the kingdom, and leaving his ſon, deputy, who 
entered into open rebellion, Sir William Skeffington was 
thought the moſt proper perſon to ſuppreſs it, as he had done 
othergand-to that end 30 July was made L. DP. of Ireland. — 


He landed at Dublin 11 October, with a well furniſhed army; 


was received by the Mayor and citizens with great joy, to 
eee pen. er: | whom 
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whom he delivered the Kin g's letters of thanks for their ap- 8 


proved fidelity; and receiving the ſword from the Lord 
Chancellor Trimleſton, inſtantly proclaimed Fitz-Gerald 
traitor, and 28 October marched to raiſe the ſiege of Dr 
heda, then inveſted by him ; who flying, upon his approach, 
to muſter an army in Conaught, he again proclaimed him a 
traitor 4 November, at the high croſs, and returned to Dub- 
lin; where he prepared for the ſiege of the caſtle of May» 
nooth, which he undertook 15 March following, and had it 
ſurrendered in April; and afterwards ſo broke and ſcattered 
Fitz-Gerald's forces, that he could never collect any conſider- 
able army, but being ſoon forced to ſubmit, was ſent to Eng- 
land by Sir William, and executed there. 

This important ſervice being over, he prepared, in order 
to diſtract and diſperſe the rebels, for an expedition into Ul- 
ſter; but no ſooner had Con O Neile intelligence of his de- 
ſign, than he deſired a parley; which being granted and a 
day appointed, they met at Drogheda, and on certain condi- 
tions concluded a treaty, which {26 July) was ratified, and 
O Neile received into favour.——After this, his age and in- 


firmities obliged him to ſolicit the King's licence to return to- 


England, but his ſervices were too conſiderable, and his pre- 
ſence too neceſſary in Ireland, to permit his majeſty to comply 
with his requeſt; who, in anſwer, © thanked him for 
« the taking of Fitz-Gerald, and told him, that he muſt 


c continue in the government, notwithſtanding his age and 


« ſickneſs.” He o his ſovereign's commands, and died
